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PTO GET FRANCHISES 
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HE BIDS A FORTUNE 


Wanamaker Willing To Pay 
$3,000,000 for Privileges 
Philadelphia Gave Away 


HALF A MILLION BONUS 
OFFERED 10 HOLDERS 


- Besides This Bonus He Will Pay City 


$2,509,000 and Engage To 
Give Three-Cent Fares. 
Text of Wanamaker’s 
Letter. 


Philadelphia, June 21.—Following his of- 
far to Mayor Ashbridge last week to pay 
the city $2,500,000 for the street railway 
franchises granted to certain capitalists 
in this city and by the city council, to 
which he received no reply, ex-Postmaster 
General John Wanamaker tonight sent a 
communication to Robert H. Foerderer, 
one of the capitalists to which franchises 
were granted, offering him a half million 
dollars for the franchises in addition to 
giving to the city the sum already offered. 
A few days ago Mr. Foerderer, in a news- 
paper interview, is alleged to have stated 
that Mr. Wanamaker’s offer to the mayor 
Was not sincere, and that it had a “string 
to it... Mr. Wanamaker, in hig letter to 
Mr. Foerderer, denies that imputation, 


and continuing, says: 


“You say that I had no charters and 
that the council could not have made 
grants to me. Verv well, for the sake of 
argument, be it so. But there is no legal 
or other objection to you and your col- 
leagues selling to me the franchises of 
which you are now the donees and owners 
without recompense to the city. I there- 
fore renew the offer which I made to the 
Mayor, to pay, as therein stated, to the 
city of Philadelphia $2,500,000, and in addi- 
tion thereto, I will adé@ half a million dol- 


dalirs as a bonus to yourself and your as- | 


sociates personaliy for the conveyance of 
the grants and cerporate privileges you 
now possess. 
' No String to Proposition. 

“There is surely no string to this propo- 
© ie When you and your associates as- 
ign to me the capital stock. ownership 
and contro! of. the.corporations you néow 
possess, with the engineer’s plans. I wif! 
Pag to you the stm of $300,000, and I Will 


pay to the citv of Shiladeiphia $2,560,000] 


under the condition stated in my letter to 
the mayor. One million and a half dol- 
lars of this amount I ‘should stipulate 
should be used for the wiéepening of the 
Delaware river channel and $1,000,000 
should be applied to the building of pub- 
lic schools and for the purposes of public 
education. 

“In addition to this, I will agree on the 
surface roads covered by your charters 
and the ordinances that three cents fare 
only shall be charged between the hours 
of 5 a. m. and 8 a. m. and 6 and 7 p. m., 
and not over five cents for the other hours 
and I will further agree that at any time 
within ten years the city of Philadelphia 
may resume the franchises upon the pay- 
ment of the actual money expended and 
irivested tn the various enterprises cov- 
ered by the charters and ordinancés as 
hereinafter set forth. 

“Now here is an admirable Chance for 
you and your colleagues to turn an hon- 
est half-million of dollars for corporate 
privileges which, it is to be presumed, cost 
you nothing—at least, nothing that can 
be avowed. At the same time the Dela- 
ware river channel for which the ring 
legislature has just refused to make an 
appropriation, can be deepened to the sea, 
and that commerce be invited to our 
wharves, for lack of which the trade of 
the city is languishing. 

“Moreover, the inadequate school facili- 
ties may be supplemented by a milifon 
dollars for the building and equippage of 
echool houses where the children of a 
portion of tha citizens may receive the 
education they are now denied for want 
of schools and the expense: and in addi- 
tion to all this, a svstem of three-cent 
fares can be inaugurated, which will be 
a boon to the working and traveling mass- 
es, which they will experience daily 
through years to come. 


What Sum Will Tempt? 


“If the proposition I have made to you 
is not acceptable, I should be g¢ilad to 
know what sum will tempt you and your 
associates to surrender the privileges you 
now own, which were obtained by meth- 
ods so unusual and deftant of the public 
will as to have aroused the indignation 
of the people of the entire nation. There 
may be those who will raise an ethical 
Gbjection to the payment of any sum of 
money to persons obtaining valuable prop- 
erty by Such methods. As a question of 
casuistry, there may be some force in 
such objection; but I am advised that the 
payment proposed in this letter of a half- 
million dollars to you and your associates 
would not be indictable as the compound- 
ing of a felony. but wouid be ‘defensible 
as a bonus merely paid for the restitution 
of public property wrongfully obtained. 
It is not my desire to enter upon the 
business of railroading or to make any 
‘profit out of any municipal franchise. 

3 merely desire the people to see how 
badly they they have been wronged and 
the iaeaitube of the value of the prop- 
erty of which they have been despoiled. 
If you should accept the offer of this let- 
ter, I will cheerfully put the franchises u 
t6 auction and give the city any rack 
bid for them in excess of that which I 
shall] pay under this proposition.”

UNION MEN ABE GATHERING 


If They Cannot Persuade They Will 
Compel the Non-Union Men. 
Miners Are Enjoined by 
United States Circuit 
Court.

Matewan, W. Va., June 21—The situation 
throughout the Thacker, Matewan and 
Dingess coal flelds today is still a grave 
one. Things have been ‘bad before yes- 
terday, when the shooting occurred, but 
the crisis is yet to come. The town seem- 
ed to be quiet today and idle men stand- 
ing about had Jjittle to say, even to each 
other, but today’s quietness has been but 
the calm before the storm. 

Word of Jast evening’s trouble spread 

rapidly and on early morning trains sev- 
eral union agents arrived. They went 
promptly to work, and early this after- 
noon it was said they had the mob un- 
der control, but only to plan for concert- 
ed action of the unton mingrs in Moigo, 
who number nearly 2,000. They are gath- 
ering here thia evening from all sections, 
and tomorrow, probably in the morning, 
the strikers will hold a meeting. 
_ One of the leaders said this afternoon 
that if the non-union men could not be 
persuaded, they would be compelled. That 
this time they would meet force for force. 
This causes a great deal of apprehension. 
The Maratime mines and a few others 
are running today with a half force of 
non-union men. The guards have been 
quadrupled and are standing all about 
the mines watching every move. 

Sheriff Hatfield is still on the ground 
waiting for any emergency that may 
arise. .On next Monday morning the op- 
erators will make an attempt to eject 
from their property all the ~.striking 
miners now occupying houses in the coal 
fields, This’ will no doudt cause every- 
thing to break out afresh, and the cul- 
minating “point of the crisis wil! likely be 


‘reached on Monday. 


. ‘Federal Court Interposes. 
Parkersburg, W. Va., June 21.—Judge 
John: J. Jackson, of the United States 
court, issued a restraining order tonight 
enjoining lodge No. 558, of the United 
Mine Workers of America, and two other 
lodges from interfering with the miners 
of. Flat Top coal region at Thacker, W. 
Va. 

The motion for a permanent injunction 
was set down for hearing in this city. 
The injunction prohibits all persons from 
interfering -in any way with the man- 
agement of the six mines in the Matewan 
field, menacing, threatening or intimidat- 
ing the miners, entering upon the prop- 
erty of the companies or holding public 
assemblages there, assembling in the 
roads or approaches to the property of 
the companies, interfering in any way 
with persons going to their work in the 
mines or in any way inciting them to 
cease work. The injunction is the same 
sweeping restraining order issued by 
Judge Jackson two years ago and so bDit- 
terly fought by the United Mine Workers. 
Many arrests are expected to foilow. 


EARTH IS JARRED BY METEOR. 


When Aerolite Fell People Thought 

There Was an Earthquake. 
- Tucson, Ariz., June 21.—The largest me- 
teor ever seen in this part of the country 
fell between the pueblos of Los Molinas 
and Altar. in Sonora, Mexico, on June 
lith at 10 o’clock in the morning. The 
meteor was seen by purties in Tucson as 
it shot toward the southwest. Although 
the sun was high, the meteor illuminated 
the sky and seemed to have burst at the 
horizon. 

El Progresso, a Spanish paper, received 
in Tucson contains an article describing 
the shock at Altar and the terror of the 
people when it fell. It struck the earth 
about forty miles from Altar, but the 
shock there Was terrific, and the people 
thought it was an earthquake. An ex- 
ploring party will go out from Altar to 
try to find the place where the meteor 
fell.

New York. June 21.—The directorates of 
several of the Vanderbilt railroads met at 
the Grand Central depot today.

Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern Railway 
Company and the eiection of W. C. Brown, 
late general manager of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, as additional] vice 
president and general manager of both 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
and the Lake Erie and Western railroads.

STORY-OF MRS, BARKER 
WAS BARRED BY JUDGE 


Judge Charged That Even if an Out- 
rage Was Committed, It Was 
‘No Justification of the 
Attack Made on the 
Minister. 


New ..York, .June 21.—The jury before 
which Thomas G. Barker, of Arlington, 
N. J., was tried for shooting with in- 
tent to kill the Rev. John Keller, of the 
same town, took one ballpt this after- 
noon and returned a verdict of guilty. Un- 
der the charge of the court they could do 
little else. The jurors were told they 
must set aside all else and decide only if 
Barker, with intent, fired at Keller. That 
wag the law and they must obey it. No- 
tice of appeal was given by Barker's 


counsel. 

Barker tonight found himself once more 
an.inmate of the county jail. He must 
remain there until $10,000 bail is furnished, 
Before him stands a possible seven years’ 
imprisonment and a fine as much as 
$2,000. 

Mrs. Barker Sobs Bitterly. 

Mrs. Barker was not in the courtroom 
to hear the verdict. She was in another 
part of the courthouse, and when told 
of the verdict she sobbed bitterly. Mr. 
Keller was also absent and showed deep 
emotion when told of the verdict. Bar- 
ker had expected an acquittal. He based 
his hopes upon the strong plea of his 
counsel when he dwelt upon the unwritten 
iaw that a man has a right to kill where 
the sanctity of his home is assailed. What- 
ever the effect of this line of pleading 
upon the jury, it was swept away by the 
cold charge of the court that ‘‘The story 
of the alleged outrage, or the outrage it- 
self, if true,~was no justification of the 
defendant's as:ault.’”’ 

The court explained he had admitted 
evidence that Barker had been told of an 
alleged assault, not because it had any- 
thing to do with the case, but because 
it was for the jury to determine if the 
story had. anything to do with making-the 
aefendant criminatly irresponsible. If 
they believed the* defendant w4s sane 
at the time of the shooting, they must 
convict. 

Attorney Scores Woman. 

In his closing, Proseeutor Erwin asked 
the jurors if the woman’s course was the 
natural one. He said her story was im- 
probable, because Mrs. Barker would in 
the natural course have tol ne~ 
of the assault at once, and, failing that, 
would have made a confidant of a woman 
and not of another man. 

The jury's only ballot was unanimous 
for guiity, and a unit for the highest de- 
gree charged. 

Mr. Keller, as soon as the trial was 
completed, issued a brief statement in 
which he absolutely denied the truth of 
the allegations that have been made and 
published by Mrs. Barker. 

Barker will probably be sentenced on 
Thursday next, and then hig counsel will 
file the papers in an appeal to the su- 
preme court. 

Barker, in an interview tonight, said: 

“IT did not expect sueh a verdict. It 
seemed to me there was a reasonable 
doubt. I believe that no twelve men 
would convict me after hearing my wife's 
storv. I believe that the supreme court 
will give me a new trial and that the 
my wife’s story will be told.”

All communication with the outside 
world is cut »ff and it is imipossfble to 
learn.what the storm did along the river 
west of where the Greening and Ander- 
s0n familles were found. 

Mrs. Greening is seriously injure@ and 
is expected to live but a short time. Her 
shoulder is broken and she {ts injured in- 
ternally. 

Grace Greening is also very badly in- 
jured, but unless injured internally she 
may survive, 

The father of the Greening family was 
found a quarter of a mile from the house 
badly mangled. Both arms and iegs and 
his back were broken. 

Storm After Sunshine. 

Six hours before the storm the sun was 
Lrightly shining. The storm cloud ap- 
reared about 5 o'clock, and traveled 
ccwnh the Keya Paha river. It seemed to 
ris¢ dnd skip some houses and then swoop 
dcwn end demolish everything. The tor- 
nado was preceded by a severe hail 
storm. Several horses and cattle are re- 
ported killed by ligl.tning. 

Everything in the track of the storm 
Was destroyed. Trees were blown down, 
and smaller ones stripped of leaves. The 
furniture that was in the homes of the 
Andersons and Greenings cannot be found 
A trunk and pieces of the table W2re pick- 
ed up a half mile :.way.

VICTIMS ARE STUNNED 
AND BURNED TO DEATH 


So Awful Was ,Force of Explosion 
That Persons at a Distance 
Were Injured—Many Es- 
caped by Dropping Into 

Life Nets. 


Paterson, N. J., June 21.—Sixteen peo- 
ple are believed to have been killed and 
a number injured today in a fire follow- 
ing a series of explosions among a quan- 
tity of fireworks in the store of Abraham 
M. Rittenherg. The store was on the 
ground floor of a four story frame tene- 
ment building. The cause of the explo- 
sion is not known. The property loss will 
not exceed $35,000. The killed were:

Awful, Force of Explosion. 

The explosion occurred shorthy after 
noon and-many.of the. occupants of the 
building were out at dinner. The build- 
ing in which the explosion occurred was 
a frame tenement, four stories high, with 
stores on the ground floor. The middle 
store was occupied by Rittenberg. Ten 
families occupied the flats in the build- 
ing. 

So great was the force of the explosion 
that a boy playing in the street half a 
block away was lifted from his feet 
and hurled against an iron fence. One of 
his legs was broken. A trolley car was 
difectly in front of the building when the 
explosion occurred. The burst of flame 
blown out into the street scorched the 
sides of the car and singed the hair of 
the passengers. 

A number of those who were on the up- 
per floors of the building when the ex- 
plosion took place were either stunned 
and then burned to death or found es- 
cape cut off and were suffocated. After 
the first explosion there were a series of 
smaller ones and then came a second big 
explosion, which was mufmed and dead- 
ened and probably occurred in the cel- 
lar. 

Every window seemed to be emitting 
flame within a minute after the first ex- 
plosion. A woman, with her clothing 
on fire leaped out of one of the windows 
and fell to the yarjl below. Her dead 
body was dragged out of reach of the 
flames, but the flesh was roasted and 
dropping from the bones. She later 
proved to be Mrs. Williams. 

Mrs. Williams’s husband was a cripple. 
His wife is supposed to have remained 
longer than she could with safety in an 
effort to save him. He was found burned 
to a crisp on his bed. 


Dropped Into LI/fe Nets. 


Some of the occupants of the rooms 
dropped from the windows and were 
bruised; others hung from the windows 
until the firemen came and twenty per- 
sons were taken down in this way 
through the fire and smoke by the fire- 
men, while others dropped into life nets. 

Dan Dooley, who was in the yard when 
the. explosion took place, saw the two 
Rittenberg ehildren in the rear room 
and rushed into the flames for them. He 
got one of them and carried it out and 
tried to go back for the other,‘ but the 
room was then one mass of fire and he 
was too late. He was badly scorched in 
rescuing the first child. 

While the rescues were going on the 
firemen were fighting the flames. Cap- 
tain Allen led with a hose line in an 
effort to keep the fire from the upper 
fioors, where it was said many were 
penned in. The men had hardly taken 
their positions and begun on the side- 
walk to throw water into the upper 
floors when, without any warning, the 
whole upper part of the building above 
them sagged outward and fell. The cap- 
tain and two of his men were buried un- 
der the blazing debris. One of the men 
is badly hurt. The building in which 
the explosion occurred was entirely de- 
stroyed. 

Rittenberg will probably be arrested 
pending an investigation. 

In the debris was found the head of a 
man or woman. The hair is burned off 
and the features unrecognizable. The re- 
mainder of the body has not been found. 

The bodies taken out thus far are al- 
most unrecognizable and are burned and 
torn by the fire and the coJlapse of the 
timbers of the building.

Houston, Tex., June 21.—A special train 
bearing the Houston cavalry company and 
a portion of the Light Guard -has just left 
here for Trinity, Tex., where the remain- 
der of the Light Guard are guarding a 
negro named Spencer, who was _ today 
identified as a man who last week at- 
tempted an outrage, From a train, which 
was not allowed to stop at Trinity, the 
negro could be seen tied to a tree, while 
around him were grouped the soldiers and 
surrounding them was a mob of people. 

A telegram at midnight from Trinity, 
Tex., says that the soldiers are still 
guarding the negro Spencer and the mob 
is guarding the milMary to prevent any 
escape with the negro. Two or three con- 
ferences have been held, the leaders of 
the citizens contending that the negro 
must be left in Trinity county, while Cap- 
tain McCormick says that he will not give 
him up. The special train bearing re- 
enforcements to the soldiers was reported 
within half an hour’s run of Trinity. No 
developments are expected until it reaches 
the town, when a crisis will be precipt- 
tated. The soldiers at Trinity number 
twenty-nine. 

According to the best information, 
mob is several hundred strong. 

The special train bearing re-enforce- 
ments to the troops at Trinity reached that 
point at 1:15 a. ™m, A special which came 
through a few moments before that time 
states that the soldiers guarding the pris- 
oner had taken a stand in a schoolhouse 
and about 200 well armed men were on 
the outside. No further information has 
been received and the special is cut short, 
concluding with the words ‘‘Captain Mce-

HE 1S. IDENTIFIED 
BY AN EVE WITNESS 


A. I. Williams, a Contractor, Stood 
Within a Few Feet of DeBray 
When the Fatal Shot Was 
Fired—Four Men Un- 
der Arrest. 


Three negroes are confined in the city 
prison on suspicion of being implicated 
in the murder of Policeman DeBray, who 
was shot to death in West End Thursday 
night. 

The negroes under arrest are Jim Er- 
win, Jim Loyd and Tom Hammond. Isaac 
Hammond, the negro who was with Offi- 
cer DeBray at the time of the shooting, 
positively identifies Erwin as the negro 
who did the shooting, and he says Jim 
Loyd was one of the three. Tom Ham- 
mond is a brother of. Isaac, and Isaac 
says Tom was not in the crowd. 

A new witness and the most important 
yet found, called at the police barracks 
last night to make a ‘full statement 
about the killing of. DeBray, and he af- 
terwards identified Jim Erwin as the ne- 
gro who did the shooting. 

This witness is A. I. Williams, a hard- 
wood floor contractor, who lives on the 
Sandtown road, a continuation of Gor- 
don street. Willlams stood within ten 
feet of DeBray and the negro when the 
shooting began and the first ball from 
the negro’s pistol passed close to his 
head. 

“I got off the car,’’ stated Williams to 
Captain Jennings, ‘“‘to walk home, and f 
saw three negroes standing in the mid- 
dle of Gordon street. -1 saw the officer 
come from the shadow of a tree and I 
heard him call to the negro to stop. One 
of them kept walking off and the police- 
man called ont: ‘If you don’t stop I'll 
shoot.” The negro replied: ‘Cap, I'se done 
stopped.’ But he gontinued to walk off. 
I distinctly saw him fumble in ‘his hip 


| pocket..with his right hand. Then he-ran 


his left hand into his hip pocket. A mo- 
ment later I saw the negro shoot. He 
seemed to be pointing directly at me, 
After shooting, the negro ran toward the 
car and DeBray fired the first shot when 
he had followed about ten paces. Just 
at the car DeBray fired a second shot. 
Then I lost sight of them. I heard a 
fourth shot, but I did not. see who fired 
it. I had to step out of the line of shoot- 
ing. When I looked around later the 
other two negroes had disappeared. ~ I 
saw the negro who did the shooting very. 
plainly, for he was under an arc light. 
I would know him if I saw him again.”’ 
Said Erwin Is the Man. 

Williams was taken into the prison and 
shown four or five negroes. He said 
nothing. Then Erwin was brought out, 
and as soon ag he turned his profile Wil- 
liams ,exclaimed: ‘“‘That’s him.” 

To a reporter of The Constitution Wil- 
liams stated later that he believed Erwin 
was the negro, as he fully answered 
every description. 

“I went off immediately after the shoot- 
ing,’’ he said, ‘and thought at first I 
would not get mixed up in the matter. I 
lay awake many hours thinking over it 
and today I decided that it was my duty 
to tell the police all that I knew.” 

On the other hand, the street car men 
who saw the shooting say that they da 
not think Erwin was the negro who shot 
the policeman. The _ street car men, 
however, only caught a glimpse of the 
negro as he ran around the car, while 
Isaac Hammond saw him:ea number of 
times and was very close to him twice. 

Erwin was released from the Tower 
last Wednesday, a week ago, having 
been tried for cutting another negro and 
the jury finding him not guilty. 

What first caused the police to suspect 
Erwin was the fact that he had been 
heard to threaten the life of Patrolman 
Luck, who had been on the West End 
beat. It is the theory of the police that 
Erwin, if he is the right negro, thought 
Luck was still in West End and went 
there with two accomplices to waylay 
and kill the policeman, and after De- 
Bray halted him he drew his pistol and 
fired to escape. 

All the negroes say they are innocent 
and attempt to give an account of them- 
selves Thursday night at the hour the 
murder was committed. 

Erwin admits being on Peters street in 
the direction of Weft End between 7 and 
8 o’clock. He claims that he just “loafed 
around all night.’’ 

Rewards for the Murderer. 

Chairman English, of the police board, 
an®“nief Ball held conferences with 
Governor Candler and Mayor Mims yes- 
terday morning. The governor agreed to 
offer a reward of $200 for the capture 
and conviction of Officer DeBray’s mur- 
derer, and Mayor Mims recommended te 
council that a reward of $500 be offered. 


The council voted unanimously yesterday 
afternoon to offer the reward. This 
makes the rewards $700. 

The mayor's suggestion to council wag 
contained in the following communica- 


tion: ; 
To the General Council of the City of Atlanta, 
Ga.--Gentlemen: Again one of our brave’ of- 
ficers' of the peace, patrolman E. H. DeBray, 
has been assassinated while in the discharge 
of his cGuty. He is the fourth upon the list of 
patrolmen within three years to be thus mur- 
dered, and not one murder has been avenged 
by law. I deem the matter of bringing to 
justice the perpetrators of such dastardly deeds 
of such great tmportance that I hope every 
officer and citizen will use his best efforts to 
apprehend the murderer. In addition to this, 
I recommend that this honorable body offer a 
substantial reward for the arrest of the per- 
son. who shot and killed Officer DeBray. I 
would suggest that this reward be made at 
least $200 in amount.

Having Hard Time 


COURTS APPEALED TO AGAIN. 


Savannah, Florida and Western 
Railway and the Western Un- 
ion Are Charged with Con- 
spiring Against the Pos- 
tal Company. 


- Savannah, Ga,,, June 21.—(Special.)—The 
fight between the Postal Telegraph-Cable 
Company and the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railway for the use of the lat- 
ter’s right of way between Albany and 
- Thomasville and Valdosta has reached the 
acute stage. The former compgny was 
compelled to go into court today and get 
an injtinction to prevent the latter from 
destroying its poles and otherwise inter- 
fering with its work on the right of way 
named. In its petition for injunction and 
other equitable relief, the Postal company 
openly asserts and charges that the Sa- 
vannah, Florida and Western Railway 
Company and the Western Union Teie- 
graph Company have conspired together 
for the purpose of maintaining for the 
. Western Union companya monopoly of the 
telegraph business in that section of the 
state through which the Postal company 
flow desires to extend its lines; that all 
the efforts to delay the condemnation pro- 
ceedings for the use of part of the rail- 
way’s right of way as well as the defend- 
ant’s more recent physical efforts to pre- 
vent the construction of the line have 
been in pursuance of the contract in ques- 
tion between the railway company and 
the Western Union, which contract is de- 
nounced as illegal, opposed to public pol- 
icy and totally null and void. 

The petition refers as ‘‘high-hand out- 
rage’’ the recent destruction of the tele- 
gcaph company’s poles and the interfer- 
ence with its work of construction by the 
officers and agents of the railway com- 
pany. 

It will be remembered that this matter 
was in court some time since, the rail- 
way company having refused to permit 
the use of its right of way. The matter 
was referred to arbitration and the asses- 
sors fixed the damage at $6,000. This sum 
the Postal paid into the registry of the 
court, The work of construction was be- 
gun Monday when the Postal began to 
tring its poles between Albany and 

homasville. Seventeen poles were erected 
and nineteen additional holes were dug. 
At this stage of the proceedings a force 
of railway hands appeared on the scene, 
dug up the poles that had been erected, 
carted them to the side of the right of 
way and dumped them across the line.

As the railway employees 
stated that they were acting under.the 
orders of Supervisor Hargret and that 
they proposed to continue their work of 
Obstruction, there was nothing left for 
the Postal to do but resort to the courts 
for protection.

LIVEN DISCHARGE 


Senator Clay Secures Release 
of a Savannah Boy, 


HIS HEALTH THE GROUNDS 


On Duty in the Philippine Islands, 
a Georgian Finds His Physical 
Condition Failing, and 
Secures a Dismissal 
from Service. 


Washington, June 21.—(Special.)—At the 
instance of Senator Clay, the secretary 
of war has authorized the discharge of 
Joseph Lovenstein, of Savannah, from 
the hospital corps, United States army. 
Lovenstein is now on duty in the Philip- 
pine Islands. For some time past he has 
been in poor health and his friends at 
home have made several unsuccessful 
attempts to secure his discharge. His 
record since he enteréd the service has 
been exceptionally good, and the officers 
of the medical corps in the Philippines 
have resisted all efforts to obtain his dis- 
charge, because of his efficiency. While 
Senator Clay was in Savannah recently 
the friends of Lovenstein appealed to 
him t opresent the case to the _ sec- 
retary of war and urge the discharge. 
Senator Clay presented the case to the 
war department officials in such a way 
that they could not well resist his ap- 
peal, and accordingly an order was is- 
sued today and cabled to Manila direct- 
ing Hospital Steward Lovenstein to pro- 
ceed to San Francisco at once, file a for- 
mal _ application for discharge and be 
honorably dismissed from the service on 
account of ill health. 

Garrard Is Made Captain. 

Louis F. Garard, of Columbus, Ga., has 
successfully passed the required exam- 
ination and has been appointed assist- 
ant quartermaster in the regular army, 
with the rank of captain. Captain Gar- 
rard .was.designated for appointment -in 
the quartermaster’s department some 
time ago, but upon his first examination 
failed to reach the required standard, 
because of a defect in his eyesight. His 
friends appealed to Senator Clay, who 
was interested in his original appoint- 
ment, and the latter asked the secretary 
of war to grant a re-examination. The 
circumstances under which Captain Gar- 
rard failed were fully explained and the 
secretary was convinced that a re-exam- 
ination could with propriety be granted. 
The necessary order was sent to San 
Francisco, where Captain Garrard was 
on duty, and this morning Senator Clay 
was notified that Captain Garrard, upon 
re-examination, had fully qualified and 
his commission will be signed at once. 

Senator Clay Starts Home. 

Senator Olay having disposed of the 
several missions which brought him to 
Washington, left for home this evening. 
While here he called at postoffice depart- 
ment to make certain recommendations 
in connection with the establishment of 
rural free delivery service in the congres- 
sional districts of Representatives Bart- 
lett, Tate and Maddox, respectively. His 
work in this direction is in co-operation 
with congressmen from the districts in- 
terested, so there is no conflict as to the 
recommendations made. The proposed 
routes are to be located and established 
without delay. In this connection Sena- 
tor Clay made a request for the appoint- 
ment of an inspector for the rural free 
delivery service in Georgia and his re- 
quest will be granted after July Ist, the 
beginning of the new fiscal year. Senator 
Clay also joined the citizens of Eatonton 
in urging the appointment of Mr. Web- 
ster as postmaster at that place. There 
is a contest over the appointment. Mr. 
Webster is backed by the better element 
in that community. It is probable that 
he will be appointed. 

Geargia Women Promoted. 

Upon the strength of her excellent cler- 
ical record, backed by Senator Clay’s in- 
dorsement, Miss Bass, of Clarksville, Ga., 
has been promoted from a $900 to $1,200 
clerkship in the interior department.

CHURCH ARRAIGNS PASTOR 


Rev. J. A. Duncan, of Chattanooga, 
Is in Trouble. 


HE’S ACCUSED OF HERESY 


Also Alleged That He Neglects Pas- 
toral Duties for Pleasure. 
Sequel to Old Fight, 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 21.—It devel- 
oped that at the quarterly conference of 
Centenary Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, thi sweek, sensational resolutions 
were introduced and discussed concerning 
Rev. J. A. Duncan, pastor. A clause sub- 
stantially charged heresy, based, tt is 
said, on a statement from the pulpit that 
he did not believe some things taught by 
the church. The principal grievance of 
the resolution was regarding alleged neg- 
Plect of duty as pastor, instances being 
cited where, it was charged, pastoral du- 
ties had been neglected for pleasure, 

The resolutions were not adopted, it 
being decided that the quarterly confer- 
ence was not of proper jurisdiction. The 
dissatisfaction, which appears to be mu- 
tual between church and pastor, will be 
aired in the annual conference in Knox- 
ville next October. 

Dr. Duncan was transferred hére affer 
the last annual conference, much against 
his will and that of the church, as he 
desired to remain in Knoxville and Cen- 
tenary church wished to retain Dr. Monk. 
Centenary is the largest and most influ- 
ential church in this city. Dr. Duncan !s 
considered one of the most eminent. di- 
vines in the Methodist conference. He 
is devoted to golf and other athletic 
sports and is a social favorite. 

Another Version of the Trouble. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 21.—(Special.) 
The story sent out by the Associated 
Press about Dr. J. A, Duncan and his 
church relations is greatly exaggerated. 
No charges were made at all, but some of 
Dr. Duncan’s members made up several 
counts of complaints that were submitted 
to the presiding elder, who thought so 
little of them that he did not even appoint 
a committee to investigate, so the whole 
matter goes over to the next Holston 
conference. Dr. Duncan is pastor of Cen- 
tenary church, succeeding Dr. Monk, who 
was sent to Knoxville before his four 
years here expired. This angered many 
of the members of the church here, not so 
much at Dr. Duncan, who was sent here, 
as at the bishop. 

Some friction immediately sprang up 
betwecn Duncan and the official board, 
but there has been no rupture. 

Dr. Dunean said, in a sermon last Sun- 
day, that ‘golf, card playing and dancing 
were matters of conscience, and those 
who believed in such things and thought 
they were not harmful could engage 
therein without committing vital wrong, 
although against the discipline of the 
Methodist church. This didn’t suit some 
of the brethren, hence this complaint. 
Dr. Duncan is an enthusiastic golfer and 
Some members claimed he gave too much 
time to the game, and Dr. Duncan says 
he’s the best judge of that. No question 
of his ability, his piety or his character 
was raised, and it is purely one of discip- 
line, which the conference must settle.

|/ TALKS WITH LAWYERS WHO 
VISIT THE STATE CAPITOI. 


Colonel Thomas R. Jones, of Dalton. one 
of the best known lawyers in his section 
of the state, was at the capitol yester- 
day, but Colonel Jones came down to 
“appear before’’ the state geologist in- 
stead of the supreme court. 

Before Colonel Jones left the capitol it 
was rumored around the building that 
gold had been discovered in Whitfield 
county, and that there was great excite- 
ment over it. According to this report 
Cclonel Jones had come down to get State 
Geologist W. S, Yeates to assay some 
rich specimens of gold ore. 

There was an entirely different story 
current in the other end of the capitol. 
It was to the effect that parties in Whit- 
field county had struck oil, or at least had 
struck a place where they thought oil 
cught to be, end that Colonel Jones had 
brought cown samples of the geological 
formestions in the neighborhood for Pro- 
fessor Yeates’ inspection. 

It turned out that there was no founda- 
tion for either of these reports other than 
that Colorel Jones had come across a 
peculiar geological formation, a bitumin- 
ous shale, which had been found in large 
quantities in Whitfield county. This min- 
eral is sometimes found in the neighbor- 
hood of oil beds, but it {s not an indica- 
tion of the presence of oil. 

Colonel Jones said he had merely 
brought down a substance that he desirei 
to have the state geologist examine. He 
did not know whether it had any particu- 
lar value or not. Professor Yeates said 
that so far as he could see the sample 
left him by Colonel Jones had no value. 
It was common bituminous shale he said, 
and is found in a great many places, 
However, he will experiment upon it with 
the blow pipe. 

The people of Whitfield, Colone) Jones 
said, want the state geologist *o come 
up there and take a look over the county. 
They are confident that there are some 
valuable mirerals lying around them. 

‘We are not having so much trouble 
with the crops in our section as is the 
case in middle and south Georgia,” said 
Colonel Jones. ‘“‘The reason, perhaps, is 
that we have had comparatively little 
rain of late. Our cotton is in fine condi- 
tion, and there is very little grass in it. 
We are going to have a splendid fruit 
crop, and as far as I can see the farmers 
in my section are feeling unusually 
good.”’

So Editor Edmunds Proves to 
North Carolina Bankers, 


DEVELOPMENT JUST BEGUA 


Industrial Potentialities of This Sec- 
tion Have Barely Been Touched 
in Spite of the, Marvel- 
ous Growth of the Past 
, Twenty Years. 


Asheville, N. C., June 21.—(Special.)— 
The closing session of the North Carolina 
Bankers’ Association was held here to- 
day. R. B. Glenn, of Winston, and Rich- 
ard H. Edmunds, of Baltimore, editof of 
Manufacturers’ * Record, addressed the 
convention. The latter compared the 
growth of the south in the past twenty 
years with that of the whole country, de- 
ducing results very favorable to the 
south. The following officers were elect- 
ed: President, J. F. Bruton; vice presi- 
dents, G. W. Montcastle, M. P. Pegram, 
C. M, Evans; secretary and treasurer, J. 
M. Miller, Jr. 


Mr. Edmunds’s Address, 


Mr. Edmonds said in part: 

If we would rightly measrre the potenttali- 
ties of the south’s industrial future we must 
study it in the light of the general advance- 
ment of the business interests of the whole 
country. In 1850 the total worth of the United 
States, as reported by the census, was $7,135,- 
000,000, or $308 per capita: in 1860 it was 
$16,159,000,000, or $514 per capita; in 1870 
it waz $30,068,000,000, or $780 per capita;\in 
1880 the total was $43,600,000,000, and the 
per capita was $870; in 1890 we had increased 
to $65,000,000,000, a per capita of $1,036. 
It is now stated that the cersus of 1900 will 
show our wealth to be over $¥U,UV0,Uuu,O0uy, 
or an increase of $25,000,000,000 or more in 
ten years. In other words, the gain in ten 
years has been almost equal to our total 
wealth in 18790. In thirty years the wealth 
of the country has been more than trebled. 
We praise or condemn, as our views may sug- 
gest. expansion in politics, as though our 
statesmen or politicians were responsible for 
our entrance into the world’s affains, But they 
are only the pawns upon the world’s chess- 
board, moved by the forces of commerce which 
make and unmnake the empires of earth. With 
the changing currents of trade end commerce 
nations arise and nations decay. 

We have become the dominant power of the 
world, not because Manila and Santiago star- 
tled Europe with our naval possibilities, but 
because even before Dewey’s victorious guns 
were heard around the globe our manufac- 
turers had been victorious in the first skir- 
mishes in the great battle for industrial] su- 
premacy. The old mother country has been 
the advance guard of civilization. Wherever 
her Anglo-Saxon tanner has been planted, com- 
merce has sprung into existence and law 
ard order have supplanted barbarism. She 
has done a great work for mankind, but to 
her offspring, America, her burden has now 
been transferr-d. Not that England must 
Wane, except relatively. Such a nation can 
scarcely know decay, but no longer can Great 
Britain stand as the mightiest ration of earth 
eid ts greatest civilizing power. The scepter 
of financial supremacy has already passed to 
New York. 


* Revolution Inaugurated. 


Yet possibly surpassing in importance even 
these world-encircling movements is the revo- 
lution whieh the south baka inaugurated. Coal 
has been the foundation of the marvelous in- 
dustrial advance of the céntury, for fuel has 
been the first essential in all material progress. 
Upon its supply of coal has rested the trade, 
the commerce and the naval supremacy of 
Great Britain. The measure of every nation’s 
material advancement has been its produc- 
tion and consumption of coal, and the game 
of war and diplomacy which the leading na- 
tions have been playing in China has been, 
perhaps, as much for the control of its vast 
stores of coal and iron as for the open door 
of trade. But through recent discoveries in 
Texas the south adds to its enormous supply 
of coal the greatest store of fuel oil which has 
ever been found. Possibly the time is not far 
distant when Texas and Louisiana and other 
southern states will even surpass the world’s 
present output of oil.” We are entering the 
“oll age,’’ an age in which this cheap fuel 
will mean almost as much to the advance- 
ment of the comfort ard the wealth of man- 
kind as coal has been since the beginning of 
the revolution wrought by labor-saving ma- 
chinery. A new epoch has been ushered in, 
and in it“the south leads the world. 

For every variety of manufactures, from cot- 
ton goods to steel rails and locomotives, the 
world’s markets are broadening out before the 
daring commercial spirit of our merchants and 
manufacturers. Five years ago the value of 
ovr foreign exports averaged $850,000.0U0 a 
year and Great’ Britain's $1,000.000,000. 
Now we are exporting $1,500,000,000 a year 
and England nearly $100,000,000 less. Then 
England led in exports, her foreign shipments 
exceeding ours by over $200,000,000 a vear. 
Now the United States leads with a gain of 
about 2 gy tg «le gy with five years 
ago, While Great Britain’s gain has been ontv 
$300,000,000. Our exports are now reli 
ing our imports by an ayerage of nearly $600,- 
000,000 a year, the total excess in the last 
three years having been $1,740,000,000. 

The tndustrial progress of the last twenty 
years has been so great that words fail when 
we try to tell the story. We can put it in 
cold figures, but the figures are beyond the 
power of our minds to fully grasp. Twenty 
years ago the United States made 3.Siiv.., 
tons of pig iron and mined 70,000,000 tons 
of coal. Last year we made nearly 1|4,000.- 
000 tons of iron, and thas year we are pro- 
Cucing at the rate of 15,000,000 tons. and 
are mining 270,000, tons of coal. 


Manufacturing Increase, 


In 1880 the total capital invested in manu- 
factures in the United States was $2,790,000.- 
000. By 1890 this had increased to $6,500, - 
000,000. The exact figures for 1900 are not 
yet obtainable, but the growth since 1890 ‘has 
been so great that the aggregate gain will 
probably be equally as large. If so, the pres- 
ent census will show $10,000,000,000 capital 
invested in manufactures, or nearly four times 
as much as we had as late as } 
years we have increased 


and in 1899 was $976,000,000. Against 
our total value of mineral productions of $976. - 
in 1899, Great Britain—the next in 
magnitude—had $562,000,000, Ger- 
many $380,000,000, Russia $1 40,000,000, and 
France $110,000,000. Our coal production of 
270,000,000 tons is 33 per cent of the coal 
output of the world, and our pig tron produc- 
tion is 35 Of gold and silver,we mine 
about $150,000,000 a year, or 27 per cent of 
the world’s output of these metals, while of 
copper we produce 55 per.cent of the total, 
of lead nearly 25 per cent and of zinc 24 per 
cent, while of crude ‘troleum we are now 
producing nearly 60, ,000 barrels, or a little 
less than one-half of the world’s output. In 
1882 Great Britain made 8,500,000 tons of 
pig iron, and the United States made 4,600.- 
000 tons. Last year Great Britain made 8.- 
900,000 tons, a gain of only 40,000 tons in 
eighteen years, while the United States made 
13,700,000 tons, a gain of 9,300,000 tons. Our 
increase in 1900 over {882 was greater than 
Great Britain’s total production in |900. 

Placed midway between Europe and Asia 
with agricultural and mineral resources sur- 
passing all of Burope’s, with advantages for 
manufacturing, for domestic trade and foreign 
commerce such as no other nation has ever 
enjoyed, we face the new century with re- 
sponsibilities as great aS are our opportuni- 
ties, The struggle for trade and commerce 
means the struggle for existence. 

In the light of these facts, indicating some- 
thing of the advance 6f our country, we of 
the south may well ask, What is the outlook 
for the south? 


Record of Twenty Years. 


Let us see what we have accomplished 
twenty years, In 1880 the north was eshoa 
with unprecedented prosperity; its railroads 
were burdened with traffic; its capital and its 
energy had for years been employed in the 
greatest and most profitable undertaking which 
ever fell to the lot of any nation—the. building 
up and “‘outfitting’’ of the mighty west. Mili- 
lions poured into that sectfon had returned 
with millions to manufacturers, to bankers, to 
landowners, to merchants. Rich beyond any- 
thing hitherto known _ was the condition of the 
north and west in 1880. On the other hand 
the south was still'in direct. poverty,. The ap- 
palling financial losses of the war and of the 
dark days of reconstruction’s fearful curse 
could be counted in the billions, for the as- 
sessed value of the south’s property declined from 
$5,200,000,000; in 1860 to $3,064,000. 000 in 
1870.

among its foremost leaders in every branch of 
business and in every profession, With its finan- 
cial prestige almost ruined by the unscrupulous 
swindling of dishonest legislatures, which 
owed their existence to the evils of recon- 
struction; without strong friends in the cen- 
ters of finance, while the financial and business 
powers of America and Europe were allied for 
the development of the west in order to make 
profitable their enormous investments in rail- 
roads and land grants, the south’s condition 
was indeed discouraging. But brave hearts 
took up the work, and we today should give 
all honor to the men who led the squth out 
of poverty into prosperity, Study the history 
of the last twenty years, and you will find 
the story of the men who, in season and out 
of season, amid discouragements scarcely real- 
ized now, with unflagging zeal worked for the 
south’s upbuilding, Starting under such ad- 
verse conditions, what has the south accom- 
plished? Summed up in brief, the most striking 
advances which can be told statistically are 
as follows: 
Some Striking Advances. 


In 1880 its railroad mileage was 20,612 
miles; its roads were mostly short, disjointed 
lines, and with few exceptions, badly equipped. 
Today it has 53,000 miles, and its leading 
systems, in track, in rolling stock and in every 
detail of management, compare with the best 
roads in the world, In percentage of increase 
the gain has been greater than in the rest of 
the country. Twenty years ago its cotton pro- 
duction was 5,755,000 bales, and its cotton 
mills consumed 188,744 bales. Its cotton crop 
now averages over 10,000,000 bales, and its 
cotton mills consume over 1,500,000 bales. Then 
it had 667,000 spindles; now it has over 6,- 
000, The capital invested in its cotton 
mills in 1880 was $21,000,000; today it is 
over $150,000,000. Its cotton oil industry, 
then but an infant with forty mills, having a 
capital of only $3,500,000, now has about 500 
mills, with a capital of over $50,000,000. Then 
its yield of grain was 431,000,000 bushels; 
last year its farmers gathered 660,000,000 
bushels, Then it mined 6,000,000 tons of coal; 
last year it mined 48,000,000 tons, Then it 
produced 397,000 tons of pig iron; last year 
its furnaces turned out 2,600,000 tons, much 
of which found a market in the iron centers 
of Europe. Its production of phosphate rock 
was 190.000 tons; last year it was |,500,000 
tons, The total value of its farm products in 
1880 was $57!1,000,000; last year its farms 
yielded about $1,200,000,000. In 1880 it pro- 
duced 179,000 barrels of petroleum, most of 
which was from West Virginia; last year its 
oil wells yielded 15,000,000 barrels, and now 
Texas alone bids fair to be able to produce 
within the next year or two as much oil as 
the present output of the United States, if not 
of the world, At that time the total capital 
which’ it had invested in manufacturing was 
$251,000,000, and the value of its manufac- 
tured products was $445,000,000. The new 
census will probably show that its manufactur- 
ing capital is not less than $1,000,000,000, 
and the value of its manufactured output con- 
siderably above $!,500,000,000, In 1880 the 
value of exports through southern ports was 
$291,000,000; in 1900 it was $530,000,000. 

Advance Well Distributed. 

The industrial advance has been fairly well 
distributed. The lumbering business in all 
branches has grown with rapidity, and in- 
stead of sending away all our lumber in its 
rough shape, we are beginning to turn out more 
and more finished products. Ten years ago 
the Newport News shipyard was in its in- 
fancy; now it represents over $12,000,000 in- 
vested capital, employs 7,000 hands, and has 
nearly $30,000,000 of work on hand, The 
Richmond Locomotive Works was then a sma 
industry; now it has become one of the world’s 
important locomotive plants, finding a market 
for its locomotives in Europe as well as 
throughout the United States, The Maryland 
Steel Company of Baltimore in 189 was just 
getting under way, with its future still uncer- 
tain: now it ranks as one of the world’s more 
important steel industries, representing an in- 
vestment of over $10,000,000, finding a mar- 
ket in Europe, in Asia and in Africa for its 
rails, and having a shipyard which promises 
to rival even that of Newport News. The Trigg 
shipyard at Richmond had not been born in 
1890; now it employs a thousand men and 
soon will ~reatly increase this number, Bir- 
mingham had no steel industry then; now it 
has in steel and steel wire making over $3,- 
000,000. Ten years ago rumors were heard 
that some supposed visionary people were be- 
ginning to make a success in upland rice 
growing in southwestern Louisiana and Texis; 
now that district is a marvel of prosperity, 
with a rice industry which represents in land, 
in irrigation works and in mills a capital of 
fully $15,000,000. * * * 

Our material advancement and the part 
which we of the south must play in the up- 
building of our own section will be in pro- 
portion as we bend our energies upon the 
broadest technical education of the rising gen- 
eration. 


Nothing Like It in History. 


The records of history show nothing with 
which to compare the advancement of the pres- 
ent age. The steam engine, the labor-saving 
machine, the roalroad, the telegraph, have dur- 
ing the last half century been working a revo- 
lution. It is only within the last five years 
that the full effect of this revolution has been 
understood, even by far-seeing men. For fifty 
years, under the ever-increasing growth of 
production by labor-saving machinery, the 
world has been adding to its wealth at a rate 
far surpassing anything dreamed of before. 
But this wealth was being reinvested in new 
railroads, in new machinery, in what might 
be called new ‘‘plant’’ for doubling and quad- 
rupling the productive power of man, In this 
way new capital was absorbed almost as rap- 
idly as it was created, But now we have 
reached a period when surplus wealth seeking 
new sources of profitable employment is being 
accumulated more rapidly than new avenues 
for investment can be found. The result must 
be that the wonderful progress made by our 
country during the last twenty years will be 
far exceeded during the next twenty, Our 
industrial advancement, which has been so 
great as to amaze the world, must continue on 
a still broader scale. If the south fully utilizes 
its advantages, if its people are trained for 
the opportunities which are ahead of us, twenty 
years hence the south should be producing 20.- 
000.000 bales of cotton, and its 6,000,000 
should have increased to 25,000,000 or 30,- 
000.600 or more. Instead of $150,000,000 
capital in cotton mills, it ought by that time to 
have $400,000, to $500,000,000; its coal 
output from 50,000,000 tons, as at present, 
ought to be 150,000,000 tons, and in every 
other line of industry there ought to be a rate 
of progress which will make the south of 1920 
many times further ahead of the south of to- 
day than the south of today is ahead of 1880. 
Surely what we have accomplished since 1880, 
starting under all of the disadvantages under 
which we labored, ought to be more than 
doubled—yes, more than quadrupled—during the 
next twenty years. And this will be true un- 
less we of the south prove unequal to the 
great responsibilities and to the glorious op- 
portunities which are before us. The people of 
the south-hold their destiny in their own hands, 
Recreant to their trust they cannot be.

Forged Check Is Cashed and

Memphis, Tenn., June 21.—(Special.)—A 
unique suit was filed this afternoon by 
the Memphis National bank against Pat- 
rick Quin and others to coilect about a 
thousand dollars alleged to have been 
paid on a forged draft. and lost in the 
defendant’s gambling establishment. This 
ig perhaps the first time in the history 
of Tennessee where a bank has entered 
suit against qa gaming house.

ORDINANCES ALL REFERRED

At the adjourned meeting of council 
yesterday afternoon there were a number 
of important matters introduced and pe- 
ferred to their appropriate committees for 
consideration and report. 

Councilman Longino introduced an or- 
dinance transferring the control of ward 
Physicians, contagious disease hospital 
end contagious diseases from the commit- 
tee on hospital and charities to the health 
board. The matter was referred to the 
ordinance committee, as was Councilman 
Hill's ordinance providing for an addi- 
tional alderman, so that each ward in the 
city should be represented on the board. 

Councilman Hill's resolution that the 
investigator in the legal department of 
the city be invested with police authori- 
ty was unanimously adopted. he recom- 
mendation of the board of health that the 
salary of Chief Hope, of the sanitary de- 
partment, be made equal] to the pay of 
the heads of other city departments, was 
referred to the finance committee. The 
resolution providing that the police com- 
missioners be authorized to establish a 
police reserve in the discretion of the 
board was referred to the police commit- 
tee and the committee on ordinances. 

A large number of saloon licenses were 
granted, and in ome instance the whisky 
limits were extended on the west gide 
of Ivy street to include W. H. Faith’s 
bar, which is in a hotel just off Decatur 
street. 

A protest from citizens on West Mitchell 
street was presented to council. to prevent 
Mr. Furstenberg from keeping a whole- 
sale liquor store at 10 West Mitcheil 
street. He has a license to conduct a 
store on Peachtree street, but wished to 
transfer to Mitchell. The police commit- 
tee had explained that he might open on 
that street until his new license should 
be granted, provided there was no objec- 
tion raised. ._The permission granted, it 
seems, is the usual custom, and the pro- 
test from citizens will cause the doors of 
the store to be closed. 

Councilman Grady introduced a resolu- 
tion amending the rules for the govern- 
ment of the general council so as to force 
the consideration of/all matters relating 
to electric and other railroads at the last 
of the session of each general council.

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Irish Members of the Commons Re- 
new Their Fight To Have Their 
Language Taught in ‘the 
Schools of Ireland, but 
Are Defeated.

Interesting Family History. 

There is an interesting story in the 
history of Officer DeBray’s family. His 
father was a French nobleman who was 
exiled from France in 1852 for some po- 
litical reason. He came to America and 
settled near Rome, this state, with a 
French colony. In 1853 Mrs. DeBray 
followed him to America. Her destina- 
tion was Atlanta, but on account of a 
misunderstanding her husband failed to 
meet her. Dr. Thompsoe, the father of 
Joseph Thompson, met Mrs. DeBray. She 
could nt speak or understand English, 
and Dr. D’Alvigny, the father of Charles 
F. D’Alvigny, acfed as interpreter and 
Mr. DeBray was at once communicated 
with at Rome and he came after his 
wife. 

Mr. DeBray received a fortune of $30,- 
000 after he came to America from rela- 
tives in France. He moved to Mobile, 
Ala., where Officer DeBray was. born 
thirty-one years ago. In about 1876 Mr. 
DeBray came to Atlanta and built a 
home at East Point, where Mrs. DeBray 
is now living. She is eighty years of age. 

The funeral of Officer DeBray will oc- 
cur this afternoon from the residence, 
216 Lee street, and the interment will be 
in Oakland cemetery. He was a member 
of the Police Relief Association, and his 
wife will receive $1,000 as life insurance.

“When I last saw him,” says the wo- 
man, “he was going toward West End.” 

Erwin has told many conflicting stories. 
He had separated from his wife. She 
says she met him Thursday for the first 
time since he got out of jail. 

The woman lives in West End on Lee 
street. Her husband used to live there 
with her and it is believed he was there 
Thursday night after the murde2r.

They 
were tried before him yesterday after- 
noon. They gave their names as Zack 
Sims, Morris Goodwin and Emmet Davis. 
Goodwin stated Sims was the man who 
made the remark about Rowan and Hol- 
lingsworth. 

The recorder said he did not think Sims 
really meunt that he would kill anybody, 
but was merely making a prophecy with- 
out any foundation to it. 

Sims was fined $10.75 and the other two 
negroes $5.75 each. The recorder advised 
them to stop talking about such matters 


on the streets or they might get into 
serious trouble.

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CABINET TALKS 
OF TARIFF WAR 


Secretary Gage Explains Histor 


of Trouble with Russia 


TO MAKE STRONG PROTEST 


Members of Cabinet Are of the Opin- 
ion That Russia Is Not Justi- 
fied in Her Action in Ad- 
vancing the Tariff 

Rates. 


Washington, June 21.—The most impor- 
tant subject discussed at today’s cabinet 
meeting was that involving the assess- 
ment of customs duties on petroleum or 
its products imported from Russia. Sec- 
retary Gage, who has direct , charge of 
the enforcement of the tariff laws, ex- 
plained to the president and the members 
of the cabinet in detail the department’s 
connection with the matter and the his- 
tory of legislation affecting it. At the 
conclusion of the secretary's statement 
all of the members, it is understood, ex- 
pressed themselves as in entire accord 
with Secretary Gage in the position he 
has taken, and requested that he make 
a statement covering the entire ground. 

Secretary Hay will soon make repre- 
Sentations to the Russian government 
fuily explaining the attitude of this coun- 
try and pointing out that Russia has 
acted hastily and is. under a misappre- 
hension of the facts in her position of 
retaliation. 

Statement by Gage. 

The statement ‘of the secretary of the 
treasury is substantially as follows: 

Secretary Gage called attention to the 
tariff act of July 24, 1897, known as the 
Dingley act, which, among other things, 
provides that if there be imported into 
the United States crude petroleum, or 
the products of crude petroleum, pro- 
duced in any country which imposes a 
duty on petroleum or its products ex- 
ported from the United Siates, there 
Shall in such cases be levied, paid and 
collected a duty upon said crude petro- 
leum or its products so imported equal 
to the duty imposed by such country. 

This provision was embodied in a cir- 
cular issued to the officers of the cus- 
toms, dated April 21, 1898, to which was 
apnended a schedule of 109 countries im- 
posing a duty on petroleum and its prod- 
ucts. These countries included France, 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Russia, 
Spain and practically all of the leading 
countries of the world. This circular was 
issued for the purpose of carrying into 
effect the petroleum provision of the 
Dingley tariff law. Oo far as known in 
the treasury, department, no importations 
or petroleum had been received into the 
United States until June 18, 1900, when 
an invoice of refined petroleum was re- 
ceived at Rochester, N. Y., manufactured 
from crude petroleum produced in Russia. 


No Protest by Russia. 


The collector of customs at Rochester 
‘held that the refined article was subject 
to duty as a production of Russia and 
assessed duty accordin-ly. While the im- 
portation came from England, it -was 
shown that the crude oil was produced 
in Russia. An appeal was taken from 
the action of the collector to the board 
of general appraisers at New York. This 
board on January 28, 1901, sustained the 
collector. No protest or objection, so far 
as the department knows, was received 
from any country against this decision. 

Upon this statement of facts the offi- 
cials are at a great loss to understand 
how Russia can feel aggrieved at the 
government's action and: inaugurate a 
System of discriminating duties against 
products of the United States in conse- 
quence. It is hoped that Secretary Hay 
will be able to present the facts so that 
Russia will rescind her action and will 
show that she is not seeking to be un- 
just to.this countr - in tariff matters. 

The cabinet feels that the administra- 
tion has a stron” case, and believes that 
if Russia is entirely friendly she wiH be 
made to see her action in this case has 
not been such as to call for the most 
friendly feeling in this country.

BRITONS BRAVE TO A FAULT 


Captain Slocum Tells How Tommy 
Atkins Charged Bocrs. 


REFUSED TO HUNT COVER 


If They Had Been Less Brave They 
Would Have Won More 
Victories. 


Washington, June’ 21.—Captain 8S. L. H. 
Slocum, Eighth Cavalry, who was mili- 
tary attache with \the British army dur- 
ing the early part of the Boer war, has 
made his report to the war department. 
At the time of the British defeat at Co- 
lenso, December 25, 1899, Captain Slocum 
said he considered the situation of the 
British most critical. They had been de- 
feated all along the line, and had the 
Boers assumed offensive operations the 
English army with long and thinly guard- 
ed lines would have been placed in great 
jeopardy. , 

Captain Slocum also was with Lord 
Roberts, and describes in detail the 
movement toward Kimberley. He says 
that Roberts was confronted with a cri; 
sis which would have staggered and been 
the undoing of many commanders-in- 
chief. His advance to Kimberley and 
beyond was successfully carried out, and 
the surrender of General Cronje changed 
the situation and relieved the critical po- 
sition of the British army. 

Speaking of the Boers, Captain Slo- 
cum says they were splendid on the de- 
fensive, but did not consider offensive 
movements as part of their proper tac- 
tics. He speaks of the British people as 
a nation exemplifying the phrase ‘‘brave 
to a fault,”’ and adds: 

“Tf they were less brave, there would 
have been many less faults and more 
victories in this war. Caution they have 
not, but just bunt ahead, and take the 
consequences. Lord Roberts is a shining 
and glaring exception to this rule. All 
in all, I consider him to be a remarkable 
man and general.’’ 

He says the English artillery had tre- 
mendous preponderance over that of the 
Boers, who rarely ever used their artil- 
lery. Captain Slocum says smokeless 
powder enables an army to conceal itself, 
although artillery may be located by the 
flash. Balloons and powerful telescopes 
must be used to locate an enemy. 

Speaking of the march of the British 
army from Bloemfontein to Pretoria, he 
dwells on the indifference of the officers 
to enforce orders for safety and thea re- 
luctance of the soldiers to intrench 
themselves. The infantry never rush in 
their attacks, but march calmly forward. 
Captain Slocum saw mounted men, wait- 
ing for orders to advance, sit erect, mak- 
ing a perfect target for the rifle at short 
range. He adds: 

“They have not the individuality and 
resources of our men, but for indomita- 
ble courage, uncomplaining fortitude and 
implicit obedience, they are beyond crit- 
icism.’

Philadelphia, June 21—The North 
American tomorrow will publish a story 
to the effect that a syndicate of capital- 
ists is planning a combination with $100,- 
000,000 capital to control the entire pro- 
duction and sale within the United States 
of the various products ond by-products 
of cotton seed. 

There are 49) cotton oil plants in the 
United States, of which the American 
Cotton Oil Company, with a capital of 
$30,000,000, owns forty-five, and the South- 
ern Cotton Oil Company, with head offices 
in this city, owns ten. The others are 
operated largely by cotton planters. The 
North Ameican says the syndicate is 
now negotiating to purchase the stock of 
the Southern Cotton Oil Company. 

The negotiations are being conducted 
for the Southern company by Henry C. 
Butcher, president of the company. To 
place him in position to act, the article 
says the holders of about three-quarters 
of the $2,000,000 stock have given Mr. 
Butcher options to sell their holdings at o 
rae close to the present market quota- 
tion, 


TO GOVERN THE PHILIPPINES. 


President’s Order Establishing Civil 
Rule Is Issued. . 
Washington, June 21.—Secretary Root 
today issued the order of the president es- 
tablishing civil government in the Philip- 
pines. The order is follows: 


“On and after 1 4th day of July, 1901, 
until it shall be 
president of thyys Dilippine commission 
will exercise tr#¥executive authority in 
al) civil affairs 14 the government ‘tf the 
Philippine isiands heretofore exercised in 
such affairs by the military governor of 
the Philippines, and to that end the don. 
William H. Taft, president of the Philip- 
pine commission, is hereby appointed civil 
governor of the Philippine teiands. Such 
executive authority wiil be exercised un- 
der, and in conformity to, the fustructions 
to the Philippine commissiuners, dated 
April 7, 1900, and subject to the approval 
and control of the secretary of war of the 
United States. The inunicipal and pro- 
vincial civil overnments, which have 
been, or shall hereafter be, established in 
said islands, and all persons performing 
duties appertaining to the offices cf civil 
government in said islands, will, in «e- 
spect to such dutfes, report to the gaid 
civil governor. 

“The power to appoint civil officers, 
heretofore vested in the Philippine com- 
mission, or in the military governor, will 
be exercised by the civil governor, with 
the advice and consent of the commission. 

“The military governor of the P4ilip- 
pines is hereby relieved from the perform- 
ance on and after the. said 4th of July 
of the civil duties herein before described, 
but his authority will continue to ve ex- 
ercised as heretofore in those districts 
in which insurrection against the author- 
ity of the United States continues to exist, 
or in which public order is not sutficlently 
restored to enable provincial civil gov- 
ernments to be established, under the 
instructions to the commission dated April

Washington, June 21.—Pending the set- 
tlement of the Chinese indemnity, ¢fn- 
other question has arisen in reference to 
who shall pay for the maintenance of 
legation guards after the several countries 
have withdrawn their main forccs. The 
legation guards are to be stationed at 
Pekin for.the protection of the govern- 
ment and establishments there, und their 
presence has been insisted upon against 
the protest of China, 

It has been supposed that each govern- 
ment would pay for its own guards, but 
the point is now made that these guards 
are maintained owing to the inability of 
China to insure adequate protection and 
that China therefore should bear the ex- 
pense. Beside this question, onc of the 
European powers expects to increase the 
indemnity claim by $2,0000800 on July Ist, 
and others will make similar increases 
if the general subject of indemnity is not 
disposed of by that time.

There are re- 
publicans who believe in protection for 
protection’s sake, and there are others 
who would like to have protection 
based upon some degree of common 
sense. 

Since the opening of the- discussion, 
among other republican newspapers 
taking part in it has been The Record- 
Herald, of Chicago. This newspaper, 
it will be remembered, is remarkable 
for clearness of statement before an 
election, leading to great mystifica- 
tion later on. 
the administration ghould be relegated 
to defeat for its action in regard to 
Porto Rico, and then proceeded to ad- 
vocate the re-election of the men de- 
nounced. Now that we have a discus- 
sion of the ;ariff situation. The Record- 
Herald is again in the field, and ven- 
tureg to say that “it is an old republi- 
can doctrine that inaustries should be 
given protection according to their 
needs only. The protection that is pro- 
tection. only has no advocates except 
among its selfish beneficiaries.” 

This statement is certainly broad 
enough and will command universal 
assent. In order to emphasize it, The 
Record-Herald goes on to order that 
“it is also among those beneficiaries, 
direct or indirect, that the fashion 
most prevails of using exaggerated ex- 
pressions of alarm whenever any pro- 
posal for lowering duties is suggested. 
Every common sense pleu for a rational! 
modification is an onslaught or some- 
thing worse. The concern that can 
underbid all its foreign competitors in 
every part of the world still maintains 
that it should enjoy this country as its 
own exclusive preserve, wherein it 
may rake off just such premiums as it 
chooses to ask.” 

None of which could be better stated. 
But when tbe next republican conven- 
tion adopts a platform indorsing Pres- 
ident McKinley, Secretary Gage and 
the trade contraction war in which 
they are now engaged, will The Record- 
Herald stand pat or will it haul down 
its colors and join in the Canton pro- 
cession? 

The people are a Httle curious and 
would like to see the standard bearer 
remain in front. 


Trading in Franchises. 

The scandalous trading in franchises 
that has been going on in the large 
cities of the union is so concentrating 
public opinion that it is to be hoped 
some good result may follow. 

A halt has already been called on 
one gigantic scheme by Governor 
Crane, of the state of Massachusetts, 
who has just vetoed certain franchise 
legislation intended to strengthen the 
arm of monopoly. In his veto message 
the governor, after drawing attention 
to the unbusinesslike system of giving 
away values for nothing, declared that 
at least the people should be consult- 
ed in such transfers of value, and that 
all such legislation should be submitted 
to a popular vote. This, following the 
scandalous proceedings in the state of 
Pennsylvania,:- where half a dozen men 
ruling the legislature and the execu: 
tive have rifled the large cities of their 
franchise utilities, would indicate that 
there are some officers left who have 
an understanding of their duty toward 
the people, and that the rule of boodle-- 
ism and bribery must cume to an end. 

In discussing this general condition 
as it regards the three great cities of 
the union, New York, Philadelphia and 
Chicago, The Baltimore Sun urges pop- 
ular protest. It declares that in the 
case of Chicago people have not for- 
gotten that every street railway fran- 
chise would have been voted away for 
fifty years absolutely without compen- 
sation or return to the city treasury, 
“if the most desperate measures, in- 
cluding threats to lynch and kidnap 


¥'| the boodle aldermen, had not been 


taken. That famous attempt to grab 
franchises which were no less valuable 
than those just appropriated by the 
political banditti in Philadelphia was 
based upon a bill passed by the boss 
of the republican state legislature of 
llinois. With that act as a founda- 
tion, it is alleged, the franchise grab- 


bers bought up enough Chicago coun- 
to secure. the granting of of new | ernor 


It once declared that } 
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franchises without compensation for 
fifty years.” 

This scheme was only defeated by 
the firm opposition of Mayor Harri- 
son, which so aroused the people that 
they threatened the corrupt council- 
men with bodily violence. 

Whether councilmen should make 
money and “business opportunities” 
for themselves by giving away public 
utility values worth more than the tax- 
able real estate of their ctties is a mat- 
ter pressing for attention. The cover 
under which such gifts are made is 
that of encouraging rapid transit, just 
as though capital was strutting about 
in the garb of charity and had to be 
tolled into an unwilling field. The fact 
remains that when capital seeks a 
place of investment it does so purely 
and solely because it sees the prospect 
of dividends, and whenever a coun- 


cilman is found voting away the values | 


of the city he is blind to his duty to 
the people and is serving the designs 
of a wideawake master. It is also re- 
markable that while city councils may 
be found so liberal and extravagant 
that they make free gifts of tens of 
millions of dollars of fratichises, they 
are always piling up the tax assess- 
ments and levying new contributions 
upon the humble homes of the people. 

If the spirit of Governor Crane would 
but march abroad throughout the land 
and arouse the people against the 
wholesale squandering of their re- 
sources, it would be a mighty agency 
in improving the situation. 


Regarding Expert Testimony. 

The progress of the Molineux trial 
before the courts of New York has 
drawn sharp atiention to the abuses 
and the uncertainties of so-called ex- 
pert testimcny. 

In this. case the defendant has been 
found guilty solely on testimony of an 
expért character. Hitherto there have 
been cases in which expert testimony 
played but a part, sometimes a con- 
trolling part, it is true; but it never 
formed the whole basis of the trial. 
Now that a citizen is under death sen- 
tence under circumstances which call 
into sharp relief a form of testimony 
open to so much abuse and doubt, the 
people are beginning to ask whether 
it is not better that an occasional 
criminal should escape than that such 
a precedent ‘should be set that would 
lead to endless confusion and danger 
of life. Physicians of equal talent, ex- 
perience and honesty of purpose can 
be placed upon the stand where they 
will flatly contradict each other, and 
each of them can summon all the re- 
sources of a learned profession to 
maintain his conclusion. The writing 
expert, again, is largely an apostle of 
the art of legerdermain. He pre- 
sumes to decide by exaggerated. mo- 
tions whether the handwriting does 
not fit that of some criminal on trial. 
He swears absolutely about a thing 
that has no existence save in his own 
brain. ‘While his own testimony might 
be admitted as shedding some light 
upon the case, it should never be ad- 
mitted as the sole and conclusive tes- 
timony. 

In the Molineux case we have had 
all the exaggeration of expert testi- 
mony. A Georgia judge, a man of high 
character and distinction on the bench, 
declares that had he been on the Mo- 
lineux jury he would have given him 
a verdict of acquittal without leaving 
the box. As so pithily stated by The 
Boston Herald, in discussing this same 
subject, “no matter what the crime 
may be, no matter how presumably 
guilty may be the accused, as a citizen 
he is entitled to a legai trial, and in 
that trial to the protection of those 
safeguards against possible injustice 
which long experience has shown to 
be necessary. It may at times have 
happened that in consequence of these 
limitations a presumably guilty man 
will escape punishment, but these im- 
memorial limitations are the safe- 
guards which the English-speaking 
people have built for the protection of 
each individual in the community, and 
it is vastly better that a guilty man 
should escape than that through the 
precedent established of ignoring the 
law the liberty of all citizens should be 
put in peril.” 


These views will command not only“ 


the approval of the people at large, but 
of the legal profession as well.

_ A-Good Suggestion. 

Editor Constitution—The dastardly deed of 
last evening which resulted in the death of 
brave Officer DeBray recalls vividly to the 
minds of Atlanta citizens the occurrences of 
only a short tinie ago when three of our noble 
home protectors were also, in like manner, sent 
to their graves by the assassin’s bullet. Now, 
if there is any possible remedy whereby these 
fearless defenders can better protect them- 
selves, itis due the public and the officers that 
it be immediately made known. As a citizen, 
having the interest of Atlanta at heart, I de- 
sire to offer a suggestion, which to my mind 

would better equip the officers when in the 
performance of their duty when life is at 
stake. 

First, permit me to state the present exist- 
ing conditions: The officers of the police de- 
partment are not born marksmen, neither are 
they trained to the use of firearms. Second, if 
they were full-fledged graduates from a train- 
ing school, they could accomplish little with 
the present heavy, clumsy and jarring guns 
which are given them by the department for 
their defense. These 44-caliber Colt revolvers, 
their enormous weight and old-time manu- 
facture, are fit weapons for the hunters when 
in close quarters in the African jungle, but 
not proper instruments for police officers when 
the certainty of aim is a vital necessity. Now, 
life has 
been taken, the ability of the assasin to use 
the firearm has been fully demonstrated, and 
likewise the inability of the officer has been 
clearly sh. wn. What is needed? First, a 
new up-to-date firearm of not less than 38- 
caliber and of light weight. Second, a trainer 
well skilled in the uee of firearms to instruct 
the inexperienced and unlearned of the de- 
partment. Third, time allowed at stipulated 
intervals for this instruction without financial 
loss to the officer, oo M. BELL.

3. That the statement that Mr. Dargan 
was summarily dismissed is untrue, since 
when Mr. Belfield first came to Atlanta 
he made Mr. Dargan an offer to allow 
him to resign at some future date ‘under 
full pay, which offer was refused by Mr. 
Dargan, whereupon Mr. Belfield served 
him with a letter from the company ter- 
minating all connections. 

Mr. Belfield states further that the 
change was made for purely business rea- 
sons, and that no personal feeling ever 
entered the matter. 

Mr. Belfield considers the harsh criti- 
cisms which have appeared in the insur- 
ance press attacking General Manager E. 
Cozens-Smith and himself as altogether 
unjust and harsh in the extreme.

On Monday Governor Candler will have 
in the state treasury $200,000 which he has 
borrowed from five Georgia banks. This 
added to the $63,000 cash in the treasury 
that is available for paying the school 
teachers will, as The Constitution has 
shown, be enough to pay them more than 
80 per cent of their salaries for the month 
for which they have not been paid. 

State Treasurer R. E. Park returned to 
the city yesterday from avannah, hav- 
ing made arrangements there to secure 
$75,000 of the amount needed; the other 
$125,000 has been secured in Atlanta. The 
rate of interest at which the money was 
loaned to the state, the officials refused 
to make public, but said it was exceed- 
ingly low, and as good, if not better, than 
the state could have done in New York. 

The $200,000 which the governor is au- 
thorized, under the constitution, to bor- 
row to meet casual deficiencies, will be 
secured from the following banks in the 
amounts named: Neal Loan and Banking 
Company, of Atlanta, $75,000; Fourth Na- 
tional bank, Atlanta, $25,000; Atlanta Na- 
tional bank, $25,000; Southern Bank of 
Savannah, $60,000; Citizens’ Bank of Sa- 
vannah, $25,000. Three of these banks, the 
Citizens’, of Savannah; the Atlanta Na- 
tional and the Fourth National, of At- 
lanta, are not state depositories, and re- 
ceive no benefit from the state funds; 
nevertheless they willingly consented tv 
aid the state in this emergency.

Georgia. In a statement given out yester- 
day Governor Candler said: 

“We can secure all the money we are 
authorized by the constitution to borrow, 
either in New York or Georgia, at the 
lowest rate at which any state or city, 
so far as I am informed, can obtain it 
without collateral, notwithstanding the 
ruling rate in New York is four to four 
and a half on gilt edged collateral. This 
speaks volumes for the credit of Georgia 
and for the strength and liberality of our 
Georgia banks.”’ 

New Warrants To Be Drawn. 

The present situation will necessitate 
the making out of an entirely new set of 
warrants by the state school commis- 
sioner, as only about 80 per cent of the 
amounts due can be paid. The warrants 
already made out call for the full amount, 
80, of couse, they cannot be used. 

This payment to the teachers next week 
will practically end the question which 
has been agitating the state officials so 
much until the legislature meets the lat- 
ter part of October.

Yesterday.

Work of Laying the New 30-Inch 


Main Will Commence Abouf the 
Middle or Next Month. 


Two carloads of new thirty-inch water 
main which is to be put down on Mariet- 
ta and Decatur streets have arrived in 


the city and will be unloaded today. 


Colonel Park Woodward, superintend- 
ent of the waterworks system, as soon as 
he was notified of the arrival of the pipe, 
sent men to the Atlanta and West Point 
railway yards to inspect the material. 

It was all found to be in good shape 
and will be turned over té the Morrow 
Transfer Company for delivery some time 
this morning. That company has the 
contract for hauling the pipe as fast as 
it is received. 

Every shipment of pipe will be inspected 
on the cars, so that if any of the materia] 
is found cracked or broken the responsi- 
bility may be placed without delay. If 
the pipe is damaged when it reaches At- 
lanta, the responsibility will rest between 
the railroad company and the pipe foun- 
dry; if damaged after being inspected, 
and while being hauled through the city, 
the transfer company will be held respon- 
sible. In any event, the city is fully pro- 


tected. 

Additional shipments of the thirty-inch 
main are expected daily, as the Dimmock 
Pipe Company, of a tog may oe is work- 
ing a large force of men turn out the 
Atlanta material with all possible haste. 
The thirty-inch main will be the first laid. 
It will connect at North avenue with the 
big main from the pumping station, wil! 
run down Marietta and Decatur streets to 
Butler, where it will graduate into a 
twenty-inch pipe. 

It is now highly probable that the 
work of laying the big main will not com- 
mence before about the middle of July, as 
the pipe company must first furnish the 
“‘specials’’ before the mains can be put 
underground.

DISCUSSED 


NEW USE OF LIQUID AIR 


BY DR. BARNES 


Dr. Car] L. Barnes, who-has discovered 
a wonderful new process of cremation 
by the use of liquefied air, is in the city 
at the Aragon. The new method when 
perfected will be a vast improvement over 
ony known mode of cremation by heat, 
and will no doubt revolutionize present 
customs of burying the dead. 

Dr. Barnes has been in Atlanta several 
days. and will remain until Monday, 
when he goes to Augusta to attend the 
convention of funeral directors to be held 
there. He has been on a southern tour 
delivering lectures on liquid air with in- 
teresting experiments. which have been 
most enthusiastically received at a num- 
ber of chautauqua courses, 

Dr. Barnes's discovery will be used 
chiefly in cremation for burial purposes. 
By experiments he has demonstrated that 
through the agency of liquefied air im- 
mense improvement can be made over 
the previous methods of cremation by 
heat. Incineration, 4s now operated, is 
a very expensive process. Twenty-five 
dollars is the minimum charge, besides 
additional heavy expense of transporta- 
tion to the few cities where crematories 
are located. Much time is required in 
present methods three hours being the 
shortest period ever allowed. Further- 
more, it is necessary to fire up furnaces a 
day ahead to produce sufficient intensity 
of heat. Even then in cremation by 
heat combustion is not complete. A res- 
idue of ten to fifteen pounds of ashes 
is jet. Ol, 

Dr. Barnes's discoveries do away with 
all these objectionable features. His meth- 
od in using liquid air is entirely practical, 
as has been demonstrated by experiments 
on portions of human bodies. He esti- 
mates that with his process but twenty 
minutes will be necessary to complete 
combustion of an average body.

The sanitary advantages of this 
method of caring for the dead are at once 
evident. 

It is believed that this process might 
be used also in disposal of garbage. As 
yet all previous efforts at cremation in 
large quantities by heat have been but 
partially successful. It is observed that 
while vegetable matter is consumed, all 
animal tissues, which form over 50 per 
cent of city garbage, remains. If this 
process of cremation by liquid air is put 
into practical use it will revolutionize 
many vexed problems such as the dis- 
posal of refuse, and also bring into com- 
mon vogue a simple sanitary and econom- 
ic manner of caring for the dead. 

The action of liquid air in cremation 
processes is quite simple. Liquefied means 
simply common atmospheric air subjected 
to immense pressure and reduced to 800 
timés its volume. All moisture and car- 
bonic acid gas is extracted during the 
process, leaving 2 llauid substance ex- 
actly Hke clear, pure water in appear- 
ance. In every respect it resembles a 
liquid, excepf in its action. It is not 
‘‘wet’’ like other real liquids. 
perature is 312 degrees below zero. Oxy- 
gen, which is the supporter of combus- 
tion, forms so large a part of the atmo- 
sphere that, compressed 800 times, the 
concentrated power of supporting. combus- 
tion is immense. Substances which are 
non-combustible {!n common air are read- 
ily consumed when exposed to liquid air. 
It is not in itself combustible, only an 
immense supporter of combustion. 

Animal tissues, however, must be sat- 
urated with some inflammable agent to 
subject them to this operation, As liquid 
air is highly explosive, ten times more 
so than dynamite, fll-advised experiwien- 
tation is dangerous. Alcohol as a sat- 
urating fluid would produce explosion. The 
secret of Dr. Barnes's process lies in the 
fact that he uses a formula for satura- 
tion which obviates all objectionable feat- 
ures. It is highly inflammable, but not 
explosive in combination with the liquid 
air. This secret is khown only to its 
discoverer. 

Dr. Barnes states that a company has 
been organized by privates irfividuals td 
back the new enterprise and introduce 
it into general use.

CIRCUIT IN SOUTHEAST 


A movement is on foot to perfect a 
strong southeastern racing circuit that 


will embrace all the cities in this terri- 


tory where a track is maintained. An 
important meeting of the secretaries of 
all the fair and racing associations in 
the southeastern states will be held in 
Savannah next Thursday to arrange a 


plan of co-operation for establishing and | 


advertising such a circuit as those behind 
the movement contemplate. The meeting 
has been brought about through the ef- 
forts of Secretary Martin, -of the local 
fair association. and President George 
W. Owens, of the Savannah Fair Associa- 
tion. 

As conditions are at present, six or 
eight race meetings are held in the 
southeast every fall. In the past they 
have been held independently and with 
regard to one another’s interest. No con- 
certed effort has ever been made to bring 
any large number of first-class horses 
into this territory. Some of the smaller 
meetings have not been widely adver- 


tised, and at times dates have clashed, to 
the detriment of the towns involved. It 
is to eliminate these objections that the 
Savannah meeting has been called. The 
meeting will probably result in the 
foundation of a strong southeastern cir- 
cuit. If one is formed it will be liberally 
advertised and brought to the attention 
of all the owners of racing stables in the 
country. Racing will begin in October 
and last until the end of December. 

Nearly all of the racing pdints have 
agreed on dates for the coming fall.

Professional. actor children under the 
age of fourteen years may in the near 
future have to cut Atlanta out. of their 
route books. Jf an ordinance which 
Councilman Charles Barrett, of the first 
ward, introduced in council yesterday is 
adopted, such children will not be per- 
mitted to appear on the stage in this city. 

The proposed ordinance does not affect 
amateurs, but seeks to strike at the chil- 
dren who are frequently brought here by 
professional companies to do cakewalks 
and sing bizarre songs before the public. 
The measure has been referred to the or- 
dinance committee for consideration and 
report, and it is understood that mem- 
bers of council have already intimated 
that they would favor its passage when it 
comes up to be acted upon at the July 
meeting. 

Women who have always taken a deep 
interest in matters of this character in 
Atlanta have given their indorsement to 
the proposed ordinance. The measure has 
a good chance of becoming a law in the 
very. near future. The ordinance is -in- 
tended to onerate similarly to the Gerry 
Society, of New York city, which pre- 
vents all children under sixteen years 
from performing in public. 

The measure introduced yesterday pro- 
vides that the manager of the company

or theater who shall be guilty of allowing 
professional children actors to perform 
In Atlanta may be fined $100 in the re- 
corder’s court or imprisoned for thirty 
days. 

The Barrett Ordinance. 


The text of the ordinace is as follows: 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor and 
geenral council of the city of Atlanta, That 
from and after the passage of thie osdinance 
it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation, owning, leasing or operating the- 
aters, opera houses, halls or other places of 
amusement, wherein theatrical performances, 
vaudeville shows, or other exhibitions or per- 
formances are given or permitted, wherein pro- 
fessional actors or performers are engaged, to 
hav@:, use, permit, or allow children under the 
age of fourteen years to take part or appear 
in any theatrical performances, operas, vaude- 
ville performances or other shows or exhibi- 
tions had or permitted in the places above de- 
scribed, under the direction, management or 
control of professional performers or actors. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That from 
and after the passage of this ordinance it shall 
be unlawful for any company or combination 
of professional actors or performers, or the 
managers of same, to have, use or permit 
children under the age of fourteen years to 
take part or appear in any theatrical perform- 
ances, operas, vaudeville shows or other ex- 
hibitions or performances on any stage, hall 
or other place of amusement, when such per- 
formances, etc., are given, managed or con- 
trolled by said company or combinations wf 
actors or managers, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, That any per- 
son, firm or corporation, company or combina- 
tion of actors or performers, 
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or managersdren on the stage,

What Mrs. Pattillo Says. 

Mrs. W. P. Patillo, a prominent club 
woman and one always Interested in ques- 
tions concerning the welfare of children, 
said in regard to the proposed Dill: 

“Of course, I d§sapprove most heartily 
of young children working professionally 
on the stage or any other way. It is 
not that I consider the stage in itself a 
sinful thing. The chief considerations are 
those of health and moral tnfluences, I 
cannot believe that the late hours de- 
manded in theatrical work are conducive 
to the physical well being of a child. Pub- 
He life is an unnatural and unwholesome 
thing for the young, and it cannot but 
destroy the sweetness and innocence of 
childhood and foster self-consciousness 
Fortunately, there has been as.yet com- 
paratively little juvenile stage work here 
in the south, but It is well to take steps 
to prevent such if it seems likely to 
become frequent. Any law prohibiting 
it has my’ unqualified support. 

Mrs. Ottley’s Views. 

Mrs. Ottley, who has done so much work 
in favor of the child labor bill, said re- 
garding the proposed ordinance: 

“When so manv children are suffering 
greater wrongs at the hands of 
society it seems rather a case of regulat- 
ing an occasional and conspicuous evil 
because it attracts our attention. 

“It is painful to me always to see chil- 
but legislation for-

bidding it would do well to fnclude the 
cantatas, kirmesses, operas for charity, 
etc., at which the-petted darlings of our 
400 sup the same deadly poison. 

‘As to the physical injury, it is proba- 
bly not more, comparatively, than that 
accruing to those children of the rich 
whom we al] know to keep late hours 
and live on chocolates. 

“Anyway, I am not sure that I am an 
authority on healthful conditions for chil- 
dren since I have both seen and heard 
read. scores of letters from _rep- 
utable Georgia physicians in testimony 
that life in a cotton mill was in nowise 
deleterious to a growing child. 

‘In short, this move may be an excel- 
lent one, the value of which is proba- 
bly obscured by my consclousness 
of so much greater abuses crying for 
regulations”’ 

Manager DeGive Talks. 

Henry DeGive, when approached on the 
subject, said that he did not feel himself 
in a position to speak authoritatively .on 
such a question. 

‘‘But is it not a matter,’’ said Mr. De- 
Give, ‘“‘which should properly be left to 
the parents of such children themselves? 
Im my own expertence I have seen very 
little abuse of the right to allow chil- 
dren to appear in public. And it is a 
remarkable fact that the little ones them- 
selves are always crazy to perform. They 
generally enjoy theiry performances im- 
mensely—often morethan do their at- 
diences. ‘ 

“Most of the great.actors and actresses 
have appeared on the stage from infancy 
and manv of the foremest of them, such 
as Joseph Jefferson, allow children, and 
their own children or those of their fam- 
ily tree, to perform. It would be a pity to 
mar ‘The Cricket on the Hearth,’’ for 
example, by not allowing those two 
charming little ones to take part. Fur- 
thermore, the action of such a local law 
would be in effect to Keep those cases 
away from our own city, but drive them 
to other places instead. To be effectual 
legislation on such a question would have 
to be for the entire country.” 

Concerning Gerry Society. 

The New York Journal printed recently 
the following question from a reader: 

What right has the Gerry Society to for- 
bid a child accepting a position which brings 
her $20 a week, she just to go on the stage 
for about five minutes to be kissed and fondled 
by a lady, the sketch being refined and high- 
toned ? The child is almcst broken-heart- 
ed because she ts not alitowed to play this tiny 
part. 

Is there anything tn the constitution of our 
country upon which Gerry can base a law de- 
priving, this child of so much pleasure @d re- 
muneration at home, therefore forcing her to 
g0 to another city for the play, separating her 
from the rest of the family? 

Does it not savor -of cold-blooded cruelty 
rather than the promotion of justice and hu- 
manity? 

It is understood that there are other 
laws such as those forbidding cruelty to 
children which if prosecuted could rem- 
edy the most flagrant instances of abuse 
of the present freedom in the matter.

Atlanta Baptist Young People Much 
Pleased with Rome Convention. 


EX-GOV. NORTHEN IS HONORED 


He Is Elected to Membership on Ex- 
ecutive Committee—Prof. M. L. 
Brittain Re-elected President. 


The Atlanta delegates to the state cons 
vention. of the Baptist Youre People’s 
Union, which came to a conclusion in 
Rome Thursday night, returned to the 
city yesterday. They are greatly pleased 
at the work accomplished by the conven- 
tion and also at the hospitable manner in 
which the citizens of Rome entertained 
them.

New York, June 21.—The cotton market this 
morning attracted rather less attention in the 
early proceedings. Prices advanced | to 
points, but interest was withdrawn for the time 
belng. All sections reported fair weather and 
so long as this continues the folly of interpos- 
ing any objection to a higher market is recog- 
nized and the question is, is a higher level of 
Irices not in order in view of the demorali- 
zation in the Atlantic states and absence of 
moisture in Texas? Many are of the opinion 
that it is. The first new bale of Texas cotton 
was reported today as having been shipped from 
Nueces county to Houston. Bears tried to 
make the most of it because the record was 
unusually early, but the more conservative do 
not attach much importance to the fact. There 
is little doubt of a higher market if Texas 
goes long without rain, regardless of the fact 
whether she needs or does not need it. The 
Liverpool situation continues favorable for the 
long sile. Stocks are not accumulating there 
at the predicted rate. The weekly report to- 
day shows stocks of all kinds but 691,000 to- 
day, a falling off for the week of 30,000, while 
the American stock decreased for the week 
27,000, and are now but 561,000. Liverpool 
has been so promptly following New York as 
to dismiss from the mind all expeetation of 
aggressive or even moderate bearish opera- 
tions in that market. The crop situation in 
the Atlantic states is not lost sight of, and 
not a few regard it as of great consequence, 
no matter how bright the Texas outlook. The 
Liverpool market today was about 2 points 
higher for the futures and {-16 higher for the 
spots. The yarns at Manchester were quiet and 
firm and cloths in moderate demand. Receipts 
at the ports 7,276, against 3,400 last year. 

The Chronicle’s weather and crop report {is 
as follows:. ‘‘Our telegraphic reports from the 
south this evening indicate that, while there 
has been rain in most districts along the At- : 
lantic during the week, elsewhere the weather 
has in the main been dry.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 21.—The prospect of a bet- 
ter bank statement tomorrow than has been 
expected caused a more cheerful feeling in the 
stock market today. Advances were quite 
wide in some quarters of the market, and 
there was @1 appreciable increase in the in- 
terest in the rrurket, the dealings again rising 
ever the half million mark.

The month's 
high level of pension payments, the repay- 
ments for bonds redeemed under the offer of 
the secretary of the treasury and the redemp- 
tion of checks issued against the deposits of 
gold in San Francisco and Seattle are the 
offsetting factors. The changes in the loan 
item are of course problergatical. Ryimors were 
rife of the liquidation of some heavy corporate 
loans. The completion of the subscription 
payments on the new Pennsylvania stock, 
which was issued to reimburse the company 


‘for rereut purchases of stocks in other com- 


panies, affords means for the liquidation of the 
large loans incurred while the purchases were 
being made. The Pennsylvania collateras 
lows on this account were stated at over $20,-

Aspect of. That Industry Now Yery 
Encouraging. 


THE PRICES HAVE ADVANCED 


Iron and Steel Are Strong—Only Im- 
portant Reduction in Price Has 
Been in Wheat. 


~~ 


New York, June 21.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

‘The situation is one of sustained 
strength in some lines and of further im- 
provement in others. The crop situation, 
of course, remains the main subject of 
interest, and this, on the whole, is a 
good one, although too much rain in the 
south Atlantic states and too little in 
Texas, with the lack of warm weather 
for corn in the northwest, have been ex- 
ceptions. 

“Cotton goods, notably nrint. cloths, 
bleached goods and a number of stand- 
ard products, have been advanced this 
week, and an increase in the price of 
the raw material is as much due to the 
better trade advices at home and abroad 
as to crop damage reports from the 
south. 

‘‘Hides and leather, long threatening an 
advance, have at last succeeded in this 
respect, and in addition corn and oats, 
among the cereals, lard among hog prod- 
ucts, cheese among dairy products and 
coffee and tin are all higher on the week, 
the only important reduction being in 
wheat, due mainiy to liquidation of the 
July option as much as to good crop ad- 
vices. European advices favor the idea 
that the continent of Europe will be a 
heavy buyer the coming cereal year. 

‘Tron and steel lose nothing in strength 
as the turn of the year approaches. Re- 
ports of activity in pig iron at the close 
of last week afe confirmed, and Pittsburg 
advices are of sales of fully 75,000 tons 
of Bessemer pig and of considerable 
quantities of other iron. Foundry pig is 
reporte~ in better call at some markets. 
New demand for finished material is 
quiet as a whole, but mill products Iike- 
wise show a seasonable shrinkage, and 
manufacturers are still eight weeks be- 
hind in their orders. Chicago reports 
some good orders for steel rails in the 
market, with $30 demanded where busi- 
ness has actually been consummated, an 
advance of $2 on the week. Plates, bars 
and structural material are also firmer 
at that market. Building nardware is in 
enormous demand, the country over, and 
wire and nails are especially scarce. 
There is even a better feeling the 
southern pig iron market. 

‘Woolen goods trade advices are quite 
cheerful, and clothing manufacturers and 
dealers are repofted quite confident as to 
the outlook for business. No particular 
change is noted {n wool prices, but there 
is a good volume of business doing at 
the east and at leading interior markets. 

“Shoe shipments continue close to the 
maximum, again exceeding 100,000 cases 
for the week, and for the season they 
are 132,000 cases larger than a year ago. 
Hides are firmer at the west and higher 
at the east. At Chicago leather is active 
and strong, in sympathy with hides, and 
stocks of upper leather are reported light. 
There is a growing demand for fancy 
grades of black leathers. An advance of 
1, cent on wax calf is reported at Boston, 
where export business is also better. 

‘Wheat, including flour, shipments for 
the week aggregate 5,029,831, against 9,- 
159.108 last week, 4,645,160 in the corre- 
sponding week of 1900, 3,746,718 in 1899 and 
3.799.470 in 1898. From July Ist to date, 
this season, wheat exports are 211,512,214 
bushels, against 196,480,136 last season and 
223,193,476 .in 1898-99. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
9 245,384 bushels, against 2,5€9,254 last week. 
2.514.593 in this week a year ago, 2,867,243 
in 1899 and 3,902,321 ir 1898.

Dun’s Review. 


New York, June 21.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will 
say: 

“Increasing distribution of merchan- 
dise, particularly in the territory beyond 
the Ohio river, including the far north- 
west, is a feature of tne general business 
situation and tells of widespread pros- 
perity and cohfidence. The railroads are 
carrying more goods that may be classed 
as luxuries than ever before, and_ in 
spite of Wall street's slightly higher 
money market there is no fear on this 
score in any line of legitimate trade. 

“Crop continues good, there is less 
trouble from disagreements with labor 
and the long laggard cotton goods mar- 
ket has recovered slightly with the re- 
duction of unsold stocks of print cloths. 

“Interruption through labor controver- 
sies at machine shops makes the iron and 
steel industry more fully employed than 
in recent weeks, and for another week 
there is assurance of vigorous activity 
at mills and furnaces. In many instances 

romised deliveries cannot be made be- 
ore July ist, and urgent business that is 
now offered cannot be undertaken. It is 
noticed that much .oreign business is 
askable, but manufacturers refuse to 
make bids. 

“Excessive stocks of print cloths at 
Fall River have been reuuced to a sur- 
prising extent since the combination of 
attractive prices and warmer weather 
infused a ttle animation ixto the mar- 
ket. Sales are heaviest of wide goods, 
but stamiard sizes are also sparring in 
the enlarged business. The rapid strides 
of exports in China in the brown goods 
division were not without influence, and 
taken as a whole the cotton goods indus- 
try has a more encouraging aspect than 
at any time for many months. 

‘An undertone of strength was seen in 
the raw cotton market on account of 

reater activity at the mills, and good 
oreign buying also helped to neutralize 
the effect of better crop news. 

“A year ago the trade was beginning 
to realize the extent of the injury by 
drought in the ——? wheat states,, and 
in a few days about 8¢ was added to the 
price. This year a decline of similar pro- 

ortionsS occurred, unaided by any ‘start- 
fing @Sclosures. As the season advances 
crop conditions steadily improve, and in 
some states the winter wheat is being 
harvested. No severe drop in quotations 
is anticipated, however, for the crop is 
by no means beyond danger in the north- 
west, and even a yield equal to the larg- 
est estimate may be required if the most 
gloomy foreign fears are realized,

Hagan, therefore, holds the rather unique 
position in southern literature and dialect 
interpretation of having achieved suc- 
cess, not only as a writer of the negro 
dialect, but as an artist in its interpreta- 
tion. She has committed the most real- 
istic bits of darkey life to literature, and 
then brings the literature back to life 
when in her intensely humorous sketches 
she brings one face to face with the most 
typical types of the onte-bellum negro. 

It is not the ‘‘vaudeville coon’’ she 
writes of and interprets, nor again is it

Council Passed Turf Exchange 


Measure After Reconsideration, 


TIS NOT YET A LAW 


Mayor Had Signed Paper but With- 
drew His Approval Yesterday 
Morning—Matter Caused 
a Heated Debate in 
Council. 


All doubt as to how council stands on 
Councilman Kontz's first turf exchange 
ordinance was put at rest yesterday after- 
noon, when the measure was reconsidered 
and then passed by a vote of 8 to 6. 

The paper is now up to the mayor for 
approval or veto, and as he signed it on 
Thursday it is to be expected that he 
will approve it again within the four days 
allowed him. The ordinance was first re- 
considered by a vote of 8 to 7, Mayor Pro 
Tem. Johnsor voting for reconsideration, 
thus breaking the tie vote. 

The meeting of council yesterday was 
interesting in the extreme. After Judge 
Kontz had delivered a vigorous speech 
in behalf of his measure, the mayor, 
quivering with emotion, arose, and shak- 
ing his finger in the direction of Coun- 
cilman Kontz, declared that he had not 
withdrawn his name from the paper on 
account of outside influences. Councilman 
Kontz was on his feet in a moment dis- 
claiming any intention to remotely sug- 
gest or intimate that such had been the 
case, and before either gentleman had 
resumed his seat amends had been made 
and the mayor said he was perfectly sat- 
isfied with the explanation. 

Who Were Present. 

When council met at 3 o’clock the fol- 
lowing members were present: 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson, Aldermen 
Kilpatrick, Day, Welch, Councilmen Bar- 
rett, Fincher, 
Garrett, Adams, Glass, Grady, Kontz and 
Hill. Later in the session Councilman 


Longino came in just in time to vote on 
He voted 
no. Councilman Lewis was compelled to 
leave the city and was excused at 4:30 
o’clock. The vote had not been taken at 
that hour. He had voted against recon- 
sideration, however. 

Several matters were disposed of and 

then Councilman Minhinnett moved to re- 
consider the Kontg ordinance. Council- 
man Barrett seconded the motion, but 
Councilman Kontz said the motion was 
out of order, and that there was nothing 
to reconsider. He announced that coun- 
cil had passed the head of reconsidera- 
tions, anyway. . 
’ Judge Kontz reiterated his former state- 
ment that there was nothing before the 
body tor reconsideration. He then went 
on to tell of the action taken on his ordi- 
nance, saying it was passed during Mon- 
day's session ‘‘during a scene,’’ said he, 
“which I hqpe will never ‘be enacted again 
in this council chamber.”’ 

“I saw the mayor sign it,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘and pass it back to the clerk's 
office. I saw it there, and itis law. That 
ordinance is entirely passed.”’ 

Alderman Welch said his decision had 
been rendered on the understanding that 
the paper had not yet been approved. Mr. 
Minhinnett said he understood that it had 
not gone back to the clerk, and further, 
that it had no right to go to the clerk’s 
office. 

Mayor Had Signed Paper. 

“ft think Mr. Minhinnett has a perfect 
right to move a reconsideration,” said 
Councilman Grady. “I think it ought to 
be reconsidered. The mayor did sign it, 
but withdrew his approval before the sup- 
posed time limit had expired.’’ 

Councilman Kontz moved that the may- 
or be heard from in regard to the mat- 
ter. Mayor Mims said the did approve 
the measure on Thursday, but did so be- 
lieving that yesterday was the last day 
on which he would have to sign it. ‘I 
did not* understand thut this was an ad- 
journed meeting,’ said he “and knew 
that a failure to sign was equivalent to 
approval, hence I approved it. When, 
however, I found it was an adjourned 
meeting, and acting upon the advice of 
the city attorney, I felt it proper to with- 
draw that approvai. The paper should not 
have been brought to Me until it was 
ready to be acted upon.” 

“The very statement of the mayor.” 
said Mr Kontz, “ought to settle the ‘mat- 
ter. He says he approved the oniinance. 
It cannot be approved with a String to it. 
An approval is an approval, and it can- 
not be rubbed out. I was amazed today 
to find that this action had oeen taken. 
We are not here for child’s Dlay—and I 
don't mean to say that either the mayor 
or any of these genflemen have been 
guilty of it. The ordinance was intro- 
duced last May, but there have bcen post- 
ponements without number. The people 
are tired of this sort of thing. T am sick 
and tired myself. The fight has been 
fought and the ordinance passed by a 
vote of 11 to 1. I suppose none cf thoge 
eleven who voted for it need a wet 1 urse: 
certainly the one who voted against it 
is able to take care of himself.’’ 

(Mayor Mims then asked the privileze of 
saying a few additional words. ‘‘Let me 
say to the gentleman,” said he, speaking 
with deep emotion and shaking his firger 
at Judge Kontz, “that no influences have 
operated on me to cause me to take the 
action which I did this morning. I have 
never allowed any undue influences to af- 
fect my decisions.”’ 

Councilman Kontz assured Mayor Mims 
that none of his remarks hed been in- 
tended as a reflection upon the mayor. 
“T did not reflect on you, major,’’ said he, 
“and I had not the slightest idea of so 
doing.”’ 

“IT accept what the gentleman has said,”’ 
replied the mayor, and both gentlemen 
bowed to each other, seemingly with the 
kindliest feeling. |

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GOVERNOR'S PRIMARY IS 


EXCITING WIDE INTEREST 


The little democratic primary in which 
Governor Candler is indulging for the 


purpose of determining whether to ap- 
point Dr. George F. Payne, of Atlanta, 
or Dr. H. H. Arrington, of Rome, a mem- 
ber of the state board of pharmacy is 
proving productive of some interesting 
results. 

In spite of the fact that the wovernor 
has adopted this method, his mal is still 
burdened from day to day with letters 
on the subject. On his return from Ath- 
ens yesterday, among the two hundred 
or more letters that had accumulated on 
his desk were fifty to seventy-five relat- 
ing to this spicy little contest. The gov- 
ernor has not yet counted the ballots, 
though most of them have been received, 
and he cannot tell who is in the lead. 
It is known, however, that the race is a 
pretty close one. 

Among the letters received by the gov- 
ernor yesterday was one from a man in 
Boston, a wholesale dealer in druggists’ 
supplies, who stated that he was a mem- 
ber of the State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion and would like to have a vote in the 
contest. The governor replied that his 
name did not appear on the list sent him 


by the secretary of the association, and 
that the voting was confined to members 
of the association who are retail drug- 
gists in Georgia. Another man, a drum- 
mer, who said he was a member of the 
association, wrote that he had lost all 
interest in the matter since the governor 
had adopted the voting plan of settling 
the question. Several other letters were. 
received in which the writers stated that 
they were members of the association 
and would like to be permitted to vote. 
Their names, however, did not appear on 
the list of members of the association 
sent the governor by Secretary King. 

One thing noticed in the ballots is that 
there is a sort of sectional fraternity 
among the druggists. All the ballots from 
one town or section will be for Dr. Ar- 
rington, while those from another will all 
bear the name of Dr. Payne. 

The contest promises to prove a close 
one, and the method of settling the dis- 
pute, in which neither of the contestants 
is willing to retreat an inch, is one of the 
most unique that has eyer been employed. 
The result will be awaited with a great 
deal of interest, not only by the drug- 
gists, but by others who have been quiet- 
ly enjoying the situation. 


CLYDE LINE'S BOAT APACHE 


The new steamship Apache, the latest 
addition to the Clyde line fleet, sailed 
on her maiden trip from New York city 
Tuesday, June 18, 1901, for Charleston and 
Jacksonville. 

The Apache was constructed by the 
Cramps at their great shipyard on the 
Delaware, and was launched Saturday, 
March 30, 1901, at 10:45 a. m., being chris- 
tened by Miss Alice Eger, of Hamburg, 
Germany. The Apache is 310 feet long, 
46 feet wide and 31 feet deep, and has 
a speed of fifteen knots, with capacity 
for 3,000 tons of cargo. She is admirably 
arranged and handsomely ' decorated 
and her accommodations for over 200 pas- 
sengers located entirely above the upper 
deck, thus insuring the best of light and 
ventilation at all times. She is lighted 
throughout by electricity and her fit- 


tings and equipment are up to the high- 
est standard. 

Her sister ship, the Arapahoe, is a du- 
Plicate of the Apache in all respects, and 
will enter the service of the Clyde line 
early in the coming autumn. Both these 
vessels, which oombine capacity for 
freight and passengers with speed and 
lightness of draft th a degree never be- 
fore attained in shfps of tneir size, will 
join the other widely and _  fayorably 
known vessels, the Comanche, Iroquois 
and Algonquin of the Clyde line fleet in 
the service betweén New York and 
Charleston and Jacksonville, Fla. With 
the addition of the Apache and Arapahoe, 
the Clyde Steamship Company will have 
seventeen ocean-going steamers, besides

Coun- 
cilman Grady seconded the motion. Coun- 
cilman Kontz opposed the effort to re- 
refer the paper and delivered a very strong 
speech in support of his contentions. 
Councilman Longino entered the council 
chamber about this time. 

Wanted Paper Referred. 

Councilman Minhinnett next had some- 
thing to say in regard to his motion. He 
declared that he was opposed to the 
operation of turf exchanges, but, said he, 
as they were run under the state laws and 
could not be affected by city ordinances, 
he was in favor of having some ordi- 
nance which would protect the boys and 
young men. He said it was not a life 
and death matter, and could very well 
bee referred to the committee he had 
named. : 

CouncitIman Branch Lewis, who had to 
leave the city for Chattanooga, was then 
excused from the meeting. Other mem- 
bers of council had something to say 
about the motion, Mayor Pro Tem. John- 
son making an exceedingly pointed ad- 
dress on the subject. He wished to know 
why Councilman Kontz had not advocated 
other lines of moral reform. The matter 
before the body was the motion to refer, 
and Councilman Kontz moved as a sub- 
stitute that the ordinance be adopted.
